ADMINISTRATION. 


Legislative. 


During the year Sir Kishen Pershad Maharaja Bahadur Yamin-us- 
Saltanat, g.c.i.e., was appointed President of the 
Executive Council vice Nawab Wali-ud-Dowla 
Bahadur, officiating President, who reverted to his permanent post of Member 
in charge of the Judicial Portfolio. 

Lt.-Col. R. H. Chenevix Trench, c.i.e., o.b.e., was appointed Member 
in charge of the Revenue, Police and Industries Portfolio. 

Nawab Akeel Jung Bahadur was appointed Member in charge of the 
Public Works Portfolio. 

The following changes took place in the distribution of the Administra- 
Departmentai. tive departments : 

The control of the Mines and Co-operative Departments was trans- 
ferred from the Member in charge of Commerce and Industries to the 
Finance Member. 

The control of the City Police was transferred from the Judicial to the 
Revenue Member. 

The Department of Local Funds was transferred from the Com- 
merce and Industries to the Revenue Secretariat. 

Two council meetings, and 59 select committee meetings were held in 
the course of the year. Apart from routine work, 
and bills pending, of which there are 10, the year is 
note-worthy owing to the enactment of a Transfer of Property Act. Hitherto 
there has been no law in force regarding transfer of property in His Exalted 
Highness’ Dominions, and the Courts had been guided in the decision of cases 
by the law in British India, and by Mohammedan Law. An amendment 
to the Civil Procedure Code was also passed extending to jagirdar tenants 
the same privileges as those enjoyed by khalsa tenants with regard to 
facilities for the execution of decrees against patta lands through the 
Revenue authorities. 

While no new departures were made, the work of the Hyderabad Munici- 
pality proceeded satisfactorily, there being a small 
surplus in hand at the end of the fiscal year. The 
total income of the municipality amounted to 9-59 lakhs, of which the princi- 
pal items were the government grant of 5*40 lakhs and house tax revenue of 
2*52 lakhs. Expenditure amounted to 8*78 lakhs, the leading item being 
4 lakhs under the heading Health and Sanitation. Thirty-nine new drains 
with a length of 21,557 feet were constructed. The municipality maintains 
128 miles of road, of which 17 miles are lighted by electricity. 

Both as regards income and expenditure the Local Boards showed a 
decrease this year as compared with last, the figures 
under these heads amounting to 23*70 lakhs and 
20*48 lakhs respectively, as compared with 29*40 lakhs and 26*29 lakhs last 
year.

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About 55 per cent, of the total expenditure was incurred on works of 
public utility, which included the completion of the water works at Parbhani, 
Nanded, and Mahbubnagar, at a cost of 7 • 73 lakhs. > Similar works are in 
progress at Raichur, Gulbarga, and Latur. 

Nineteen per cent, was devoted to education, 1,010 schools being aided, 
and 932 maintained by the Local Boards, thus providing for the instruction 
of 75,000 pupils 

The medical expenditure amounted to about 12 per cent., 78 Unani 
dispensaries being maintained, and aid granted to 7 allopathic and 31 ayur- 
vedic dispensaries. 

The remaining 14 per cent, was expended on administration. 

Finance. 


As an adverse season was anticipated in 1336 F., the Budget estimates 
. . were prepared with some caution. While the worst 

Income and Kxpenditiire. « , tiw 

fears were not realised, it was, in fact, necessary 
to cut down the estimates for Land Revenue and Customs by about 
18 lakhs. Fortunately, however, this deficiency was more than made good 
by additional receipts under Railway and Interest heads. The aggregate 
actual position is better by 7*15 lakhs and 24*60 lakhs than Budget and 
Normal, and is only *45 lakhs less than Revised. 

Ordinary service receipts exceeded the original estimate of 747*22 lakhs 
by 7*15lakhs, while ordinary service expenditure was 618*65 lakhs or 50*04 
lakhs less than the estimate. The ordinary service surplus thus amounted 
to 135*72 lakhs. After providing 25 lakhs for famine, and debt redemption 
reserves and deducting 32*58 lakhs for departmental balances, a net surplus 
of 78*14 lakhs was left, as against 114*61 lakhs in 1335 F. and 119*96 lakhs 
in 1334 F. 


Capital Expenditure actually booked in 1336 F. came to 126*75 lakhs a*» 
against the estimate of 142*93 lakhs.

Under the latter heading it will be noted that Customs, Land Revenue, 
and Exchange head the list. These three items are to some extent inter- 
connected in so far as they are all affected by seasonal conditions, to which 
the decrease in receipts from these sources must be ascribed. 

On the other hand expenditure for famine relief actually amounted to 
8 * 91 lakhs less than was estimated. 


Total collections under all heads of Land Revenue amounted to 285 
lakhs as against 310 lakhs in 1335 F. The collection 
an evenue. outstanding demands rose from 3*49 lakhs in 1335 F. 

to 6.89 in 1836 F., thus reducing the uncollected balance from 46*10 in 1335 F. 
to 43*69 lakhs in 1336 F. As in other years the Telingana had more than 
three-fourths of the total outstanding, Warangal and Medak its worst districts 
having 18 and 10 lakhs, respectively. In Mahratwara, Aurangabad and 
Raichur had heavy arrears, amounting to 3 and 1 lakhs respectively, the 
latter place having been hit by famine. Remissions granted in 1386 F. 
amounted to 65*48 lakhs as against 85*78 lakhs in 1335 F. 
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The total increase in the assessment, due to revision of rates was

ey and settlement. Most of the original SuTvey and Classification 

took place in the Hyderabad Division, while the major portion of the revision 
work was carried out in the Warangal Division.

The annual value of inams 
amounted to Rs. 25,516. 

Excise and Customs the principal source of revenue after land, also 
... j ^ , showed a certain decrease, the decrease affecting cus- 

toms and not excise. The latter brought in 172 
lakhs, an increase of 2 ‘41 lakhs and the former 138 lakhs, a decrease of 17 
lakhs as compared with the previous year. 

No silver tokens were coined during the year, but 7,195 gold coins and 
79,71,840 bronze tokens were minted. The total 
cost of the Mint Department fell from 2*33 lakhs to 

1*66 lakhs. 

The investment account shows Ilf lakhs unspent under 3rd charge 
Debentures for replacing rolling stock, as the Railway 
nvestments. Company did not require it. The amount of expend- 

iture under investments is thus 61 *.53 lakhs as against an estimate of 73*20 
lakhs budgetted for. 

Coins of different denominations worth Rs. 92,000 were put into cir- 
culation and those withdrawn from circulation were 
Currency. Valued at 2*50 lakhs. The total value of notes of 

different denominations in circulation increased from 400*92 lakhs to 481*31 
lakhs. The Paper Currency Reserve at the end of 1336 F. was 418*44 
lakhs in coin and R.G. Rs. 61*34 lakhs in Government of India Securities. 

An increase of 1,622 subscribers during the year lander report brought 
the total number up to 25,976 as against 24,354 in 
Insurance. preceding period. Altogether 2,230 proposals 

were received, and 2,019 policies issued. The total receipts during the 
year, including the opening balance, amounted to 8*24 lakhs of which 5*54 
lakhs were invested with Government and 1*74 lakhs refunded, leaving a 
closing balance of * 96 lakhs. 

Justice. 

The year was note-worthy for a continued decrease in the number of 
suits instituted in all grades of Civil Courts, except 
Civil and Criminal. District Courts where the figure remained 

stationary, while on the other hand there was a general rise in the criminal 
cases disposed of by the lower courts both city and mofussil. 

Fresh appeals in the Civil Courts rose by 2 per cent, over last year’s total. 

On the criminal side, there was a decrease of original cases in the High 
Court, but an increase in revision, confirmation and appeal cases. There 
was in the Sessions Courts an increase in the disposal of original, appeal 
and revision cases. 

There was a general increase in the duration of all types of cases except 
original criminal cases in Sessions Courts. 

There was a general rise in almost all classes of crime. Of the cases 
sent up by the City Pohee 88 per cent, and of those 
sent up by the District Police 72 per cent., were re- 
turned as true. The percentage of cases ending in either conviction or 
compromise was 68 per cent, for the City Police and 64 per cent, for the 
mofussil. 

There was a reduction in the daily average strength of the under-trial 
prisoners, while that of the convicted showed an increase. 
The number of juvenile prisoners rose from 16 to 



85; two were sent to the Reforniatppy;.a,t bad, and the rest, 'tinder- 

went short-term sentences-: There: was a fall in the admission of pri- 
soners into jail hospitals by 27 per qent. The average cost of maintaining 
a prisoner fell from Rs. 198-12-8 in 1335 F. to Rs, 176-12-5. 


Wards’ Estates. 


The total number of Wards’ estates at the end of 1335 F. was 93. During 
the year, 6 new estates were added and 10 released, 
leaving 89 estates at the end of the year. The total 
amount of revenue at the disposal of the Court, including the closing balance 
of 1335 F. was 80*52 lakhs of which 43*46 lakhs was spent. There were in 
all 139 wards (104 boys and 35 girls) and of these 63 boys and 15 girls attended 
public or private schools, while the rest were not of school-going age. 

The total receipts of the Registration Department were 2*61 lakhs ; 
„ . . the total expenditure 1*18 lakhs. The figures for 

egistration an . amps. Stamps Department were 19*85 lakhs and 1*24 

lakhs, respectively. 


Agriculture. 


Including one new Central Farm for the Telingana Tract established 
at Himayat Sagar in the vicinity of Hyderabad, there 
■ were in all 6 experimental farms in the Dominions, — 

one in the Mahratwara Division at Parbhani and 5 in the Telingana Division at 
Hyderabad, Sangareddy, Mahbubnagar, Alii* and Kamareddy. A site was 
selected for expansion of the sugar-cane farm at Kamareddy. Besides, schemes 
for the main farm at Parbhani and District farms at Mahbubnagar and Alir 
were prepared and submitted to Government for sanction and a scheme for 
the establishment of a cattle breeding farm near the Himayat Sagar was 
under preparation. As usual the main work of the Department was to 
rehabilitate the indigenous long staple variety of cotton known as “ Gaorani. ” 
During the year 5,402 candies of the best cotton seed were purchased and of 
these 500 candies were distributed for feeding purposes on two years takavi and 
the rest for sowing. The probable area sown with the seed supplied 
was about 2,13,000 acres. Eri and Cossi silk culture was encouraged, 
and experiments were also made with cotton, sugar-cane and paddy together 
with their respective rotational crops. During the year under report 5 boring 
machines were working at different places in the Dominions. Altogether 
56 bores were made and 48 of them were successful. 


Irrigation. 

The total amount spent on ordinary Irrigation Works in 1336 F. was 
23 lakhs as compared with 22 lakhs in 1335 F. In 
Irrigation— Ordinary. addition, the Irrigation Staff did development, famine 

and capital works, and some special buildings and roads to the value of 10 * 60 
lakhs. The establishment charges amounted to 9*62 lakhs or 28 * 6 per cent, 
on the total expenditure on works as against 29*58 in 1335 F.

Out of the total estimate amounting to 404*80 lakhs, 267 lakhs were 
spent by the end of 1336 F. Out of 71*32 lakhs incurred during the year 
about 61 lakhs were spent on the Nizamsagar Project alone. 

During 1386 F. 400 new wells were sunk in the Dominions at an average 

Well irri atiou Well. The total area irrigated by 

e rriga ou. wclls was 602 acres. 
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The total area in charge of the Forest Department measured 9,617 sq. miles 

as compared with 9,595 sq. miles in 1335 F. Of this, 
' ‘ only 5,44,286 acres (850*4 sq. miles) were protected 

against fire. Owing to untimely and inadequate rainfall neither natural 
reproduction nor artificial regeneration was reported satisfactory in most 
of the divisions. The total area, systematically exploited was 29,607 acres 
as against 32,187 acres in 1335 F. Out of the total revenue amounting to 
Rs. 17,65,319, Rs. 6,59,631 were collected by the Land Officer of the Land 
Revenue Department. The total revenue was about 1 * 83 lakh less than 
last year, but the total expenditure also showed a decrease of Rs. 20,053 ; 
the net surplus was only 9*38 lakhs as against 11 lakhs in 1335 F. 


Weather and Crops. 


The total rainfall in the Dominions for 1335-1336 F. was 13*02 per 
cent, below normal, being 24*05 inches as against 
33*67 inches in the preceding year. The rainfall 
during the South-West and the North-East monsoons was neither timely nor 
adequate. In some of the districts, viz., Raichur and Nalgonda, the rainfall 
in the monsoon periods was so insufficient that the outturn of Kharif and 
early rice was less than 4 annas in the rupee. In other districts the estimated 
outturn of Kharif and A hi (early rice) was 8 to 12 annas and that of Rabi 
and Tabi (late rice) was 4 to 12 annas. It will be further seen from para. 171 
of the Report that there was a contraction in the area under cultivation and 
a reduction in the estimated outturn of most of the principal crops, such 
as rice, jawar, wheat, cotton, castor seed and oil seeds. 


The Co-operative movement continued to expand. During the year 
„ . ^ . 125 new societies were registered bringing the total 

o-operative ocieties. number of societies of all kinds to 2,065. Of these, 

24 were Central Banks, 1,673, agricvdtural societies and 368, non-agricultural 
societies. The total number of members rose from 53,380 to 56,634 and the 
working capital increased from 144 lakhs to 158 lakhs. The owned capital 
amounting to 57 lakhs was 36*2 per cent, of the total working capital and 
exceeded the figure of 1335 F. by 6*64 lakhs. 


The number of agricultural societies increased from 1,589 to 1,673 the 
new societies being 84 and their membership from 34,353 to 35,538. Their 
working capital was Rs. 70,89,178 and the owned capital was Rs. 31,54,667, 
the percentage of owned to the working capital being 44 * 5. 

There was an appreciable reduction in the total number of cattle deaths 
. . . _ by about 75 per cent, as compared with the figure of 

Civil Veterinary epartment. preceding year. Ovcr three thousand of the total 

mortality was due to rinderpest and the rest attributed to other diseases, 
i.e., anthrax, black quarter and foot and mouth disease. About seven 
thousand animals were inoculated during the year as against seventeen 
thousand in the preceding year. More than 1,46,000 animals were treated 
in hospitals and dispensaries and over twenty three thousand by the 
touring Inspectors and Assistant Inspectors. There were 56 stallions and 
52 bulls kept at Stud Farms in the Districts. The total amount spent on 
the department rose from 2*80 lakhs in 1335 F. to 3*08 lakhs in 1336 F. 

Owing to the partial failure of the monsoon the necessity for relief 
operations was felt in the districts of Raichur and 
^ Nalgonda, Relief works in .these districts were con- 

fined to the construction of roads, repairs to irrigation sources, sinking of 
new wells and water sources, distribution of grain and takavi advances, 
supply of fodder and arrangements for the free grazing of cattle. The total 
expenditure incurred on famine works amounted to 2*14 lakhs. 

Military. 

The total expenditure incurred on Regular, Imperial Service and Irre- 
gular Forces amounted to 61*21 lakhs as compared with 57*71 lakhs in the 
preceding year. The strength of the two Battalions of Imperial Service 
Cavalry was 1,065 while that of the Regular Forces stood at 5,838. In 
addition, there were 12,575 troops classed as Irregulars. 
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Commerce and Industries. 


The aggregate imports amounted to 12*81 crores showing a decrease of 
1*79 crores or 12*26 per cent, as compared with 
” '■ 1335 F. The total export trade fell from 15*86 

crores in 1335 to 13*56 crores, resulting in a net decrease of 2*30 crores. 
Thus the total trade of the Dominions showed a fall of more than 4 
crores and amounted to 26*87 crores as compared with 30*46 crores in 1835 F. 
This serious fall was reported to have been due partly to the gradual decline 
in prices but partly to a run of bad seasons which have reduced the output 
of raw cotton, cereals and oil seeds, the chief exports of the State, and 
affected the purchasing power of the poor. 

The activities of the Department of Industries and Commerce have 
, ^ „ of late been many sided. The most important in- 

dustry next to agriculture is the textile industry and 
with a view to improve it, two posts — one of Textile Expert and the other of 
Industrial Engineer were sanctioned. One State Scholar who had special- 
ized in Paper Technology was appointed to assist the Department in invest- 
igating the possibilities of paper manufacture and improving the local hand 
paper industry. Another State Scholar trained in England in Tinctorial 
Chemistry, Dyeing and Bleaching was deputed to work and obtain experience 
in the Dye House of a Textile Mill in Bombay. The Tile Factory at Hyder- 
abad was, under the guidance of the expert deputed by the department, 
manufacturing tiles for which the Factory was able to secure orders from the 
P. W. D. for the supply of the best Mangalore tiles. The Glass Factory at 
Hyderabad — a purely private company — undertook the manufacture of 
glass on modern lines and has now sueceeded in putting on the market quite 
serviceable articles at a fairly cheap price. The Shahabad Cement Company 
which has been established at Shahabad on the Great Indian Peninsular 
Railway, not far from Wadi, supplies the whole of Southern India with 
cement and has at present an output of about 40,000 tons. During the 
year a loan of Rs. 6,000 was granted to a private individual for hosiery 
manufacture. The Superintendent of the Industrial Exhibition was deputed 
to Mysore to participate in the Maharaja’s Birthday “ All India Industrial 
and Agricultural Exhibition ” by exhibiting the products of cottage indus- 
tries of Hyderabad in that Exhibition. The Hyderabad exhibits received 
two gold medals, besides silver medals and certificates. 

There are altogether 557 factories with 376 boilers. Of these, 5 are 
spinning and weaving mills, 282 cotton ginning and pressing factories and 
270 miscellaneous factories — most of them rice, flour, dall and oil mills. 

The total royalty realized from the two Coal Mining Companies — one at 
Singareni and the other at Sasti and Paoni — as well as 
inesan uames. from the Shahabad Cement Company and from 23 

stone quarries amounted to Rs. 1,58,140. Hyderabad Deccan Company 
paid a sum of Rs. 6,212 as dead rent for the areas not worked during the 
year. After deducting the cost of establishment amounting to Rs. 49,359 
the Government earned a net profit of Rs. 1,08,781 as compared with 
Rs. 62,477 in 1335 F. 


Public Works. 

In 1336 F. the budget grant for buildings and roads was 62 lakhs and 
„ ... . „ . expenditure, 60 lakhs. Of this 41*33 lakhs were spent 

on roads and 18*67 lakhs on buildings. The percent- 
age of establishment charges to the total expenditure on works was 14*4 
as against 21*06 in 1335 F. Two hundred and thirty five miles of new roads 
were completed during the year and opened for traffic, thus bringing the total 
length of roads maintained by the Public Works Department to 3,115 miles. 


The major portion of the development works was carried out in the 
Adilabad District. The total expenditure was about 
18 lakhs.

The total amount spent on the 

rainage epa men. Drainage works during the year was 11-23 lakhs, 

the total expenditure to the end of 1336 F. aggregating 13*51 lakhs. 

The total receipts of the Workshop Department amounted to 3 • 68 lakhs 
„ , ^ against an expenditure of 3*85 lakhs resulting in 

or s op an < ec nci y. ^ 17,000. As Compared with the pre- 

ceding year there was a net increase of about 1 • 09 lakhs in the income of the 
Electricity Department (9*73 lakhs). After deducting the cost of generation 
and distribution, and the depreciation charges, the net profit of the depart- 
ment amounted to over a lakh or 1 • 17 per cent, on the capital outlay up to 
the end of 1336 F. as compared witli -64 per {!cnt. in 1335 F. 

Transport and Communications. 

The Karapalli Kothagudiam Railway, 24-52 miles long was opened 
for traffic. The total open mileage thus rose from 
968-62 miles to 993*14 miles: 412-43 miles under 
Broad-gauge and 580*71 miles under Metre gauge. The survey of a feeder 
line of 40 miles from Bhongir to Nalgonda was undertaken during the year. 
The total amount of Government holdings in the share and debenture 
capital of the company is £24,12,830. The profits earned by the Company 
in 1336 F., on their different railways together with percentage of net earnings 
on their capital outlay are given in the following statement : —

In the year under report the Railway Company refunded the full 
amount of the guaranteed interest advanced by the Government and paid 
B.G. Rs. 33,97,846 to Government as surplus profits. 

The total number of post offices in the Dominions fell from 705 to 694 
while the number of letter boxes rose from 606 to 622. 
*^°**^*' There was one post office for every 119 sq. miles as 

compared with 117 sq. miles in 1335 F. The number of post offices author- 
ised to open Savings Banks declined from 319 to 317. During the year 
25*92 lakhs were deposited and 23*39 lakhs withdrawn. Including the 
opening balance of 18*33 lakhs, the balance of deposits at the end of 1336 F. 
amounted to 20*86 lakhs. There was a slight increase in the receipts and 
the expenditure of the Postal Department. The former rose from 8 * 25 lakhs 
to 8*31 laklis and the latter from 9*27 lakhs to 9*28 lakhs, resulting in a 
net loss of 97 thousand as compared with one lakh in the preceding year. 


Telephones. 


In order to facilitate business at the intermediate stations between 
Hyderabad and Warangal 4 Trunk call offices at 
Bhongir, Alir, Jangaon and Ghanapur were opened 
at a cost of Rs. 37,100. During 1336 F. the total expenditure of the Hyder- 
abad City Telephone Branch and the District Telephone Branches of Aur- 
angabad and Jalna exceeded their receipts by Rs. 22,000 and Rs. 8,000, 
lespeetively. The District Branch of Raichur earned a surplus profit of 
over four thousand rupees on a capital expenditure of Rs. 40,911. 



Public Health. 


There was no change in the total number of hospitals and dispensaries 
„ , maintained by Government, Sarf-i-Khas and the 

* " Local Boards, viz., 145. The total number of 

patients treated in these hospitals and dispensaries rose from 11 *76 lakhs to 
12 "12 lakhs, the largest attendance among the City hospitals being 75,920 
at the Osmania General Hospital and among the districts hospitals, 27,059 at 
Bidar. The number of lying-in-cases treated in the Victoria Zenana Hos- 
pital increased from 1,753 in 1335 F. to 1,945 in 1336 F. In the Chemical 
and Bacteriological Laboratory 1,042 articles were examined and 182 medico- 
legal cases dealt with. The number of cases treated in the X-Ray Depart- 
ment increased from 1,252 to 2,720. The total expenditure inciirred by 
the Government on the Allopathic Branch of the Medical Department was 
12’ 12 lakhs in 1336 F. The expenditure of the Unani Branch in which there 
were 9 Government and 22 Aided dispensaries amounted to 1*36 lakhs. 

Altogether 326 persons were treated in 1336 F. and of these 61 were 
discharged free of active disease, 81 much improved, 
120 improved and 64 in the same condition.

Vital Statistics. 


As compared with the preceding year there was an increase in the total 
number of births as well as deaths by ‘73 and *44 
respectively per mille of population. There was an 
increase under every head of death causation except “ Plague,” although it 
was prevalent throughout the Dominions except in the Warangal and Aur- 
angaWd Districts and the British Administered Areas. The majority of 
deaths was as before ascribed to “ Fevers ” which alone accounted for 63 
per cent, of the total mortality. The total amount spent on sanitation in 
1336 F. was 1 *38 lakhs. 


The total number of vaccinations performed rose from 1,26,000 to 
. . 1,40,000 and of these more than 1,28,000 were reported 

accinations. successful. The highest number of vaccinations 

was performed in the Raichur District and the lowest in the Atraf-i-Balda 
District. The total cost of vaccinations incurred by the Local Boards in the 
districts and by Government in the City amounted to Rs. 55,343 as com- 
pared with 51,670 in the preceding year. 

Education. 

During the year, the High School at Warangal was raised to the status 
of an Intermediate College, thus raising the total 
Arts Colleges. number of Arts Colleges in the Dominions from 5 to 

6 — 2 First Grade C'olleges and 4 Second Grade Colleges. Of these one First 
Grade College, known as the Nizam College, is affiliated to the Madras Uni- 
versity and the rest to the Osmania University. There is only one Second 
Grade College in the State for purda girls, viz., the Zenana College, Hyder- 
abad, with 11 scholars on its roll which is affiliated to the Osmania Univer- 
sity. The number of students who attended the Colleges was 931. Thus a total 
of 941 scholars in all, received University education in the Faculty of Arts. 
The total expenditure incurred on the Colleges was 7*14 lakhs while income 
from fees was Rs, 20,675. 

The total number of High Schools rose from 40 to 43 of which 23 had 
English, as the medium of instruction : 18 for boys 
High Schools. ^ remaining 20, called the 

Osmania High Schools for boys, had Urdu as the medium of instruction. 
The total number of scholars was 16,104 of which 15,029 were boys and 
1,075 girls. The total expenditure incurred on High Schools was 11*88 
lakhs and the income from fees was 1 * 85 lakhs. 

There were 108 Middle Schools of which 13 were purely for girls. The 
. . total number of pupils was 25,802 of whom 24,192 

Mid eSc ools. were boys and 1,610 girls. The expenditure incurred 

was 8*75 lakhs and the income from fees Rs. 47,052. 
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The total number of Primary Schools was 3,979 of which 3,304 were for 
boys and 675 for girls. The total number of pupils 
nmary oo*. 2,24,983 of whom 1,90,873 were boys and 34,110 

girls. The expenditure was 21*56 lakhs and the income from fees Rs. 31,314. 

Including one Training College at Hyderabad there were 4 training 
schools for men and 4 for women located at Hyder- 
TrainingSc ools. abad, Warangal, Aurangabad and Medak and one 

practising section at Gulbarga. The total number of scholars waS 800 of 
which 252 were men and 548 women. 


There were, as before, 15 Islamic Schools : 5 Government and 10 aided, 
with 761 students while the Sanskrit and Vedic 
Theological Schools. Schools fell from 7 to 4, all aided, with 141 students. 

The total expenditure on these schools was Rs. 40,035 of which Rs. 39,450 
were contributed by Government. The total strength of the Faculty of 
Theology of the Osmania University rose from 21 to 25 and the total 
expenditure on this faculty amounted to Rs. 54*662 as compared with 
Rs. 51,340 in 1335 F. 


The total amount spent by Government towards the encouragement of 
Physical Training and Scout- physical training in different schools rose from 
ings. Rs. 59,428 in 1335 F. to Rs. 65,368 in 1336 F. The 

total strength of scout troops increased from 800 to 868. The expenditure 
incurred on the Boy Scout movement was Rs. 15,330 as compared with 
Rs. 13,466 in 1335 F. 


Scholarships. 


Besides general, special and miscellaneous scholarships and educational 
loans, four European and five Asiatic Scholarships 
were awarded during the year. The total expendit- 
ure incurred by Government under these heads during the year amounted 
to 5*29 lakhs, of which 4*75 lakhs was spent on scholarships (3*21 lakhs 
within and 1*54 lakhs without the dominions) and *54 lakhs was granted as 
educational loans. 


The total expenditure on libraries amounted to Rs. 88,768 of which 
Libraries. Rs. 22,184 Were Spent on the Asafia Library. 


In the Faculty of Law attached to the Osmania University, 60 students 
Technical and Professional attended the Icctures during the year. In the Os- 

Trainings. mania Medical College, 19 students were in the 

M.B., B.S., first year class, 66 in the Assistant Surgeons class and 31 in the 
Sub- Assistant Surgeons class. There are also classes attached to the Osmania 
General Hospital where compounders, nurses, and midwives are trained. 
Clinical training is given to the Assistant and Sub- Assistant Surgeons in the 
Laboratory attached to the Osmania General Hospital. In the Hyderabad 
Engineering School, 68 students were trained for the Upper and Lower 
subordinates posts. Two classes were maintained, one in the City College 
and the other in the Chadderghat High School for commercial training. 
There were in all 9 Industrial Schools in the Dominions and of these two were 
maintained by Government, one called the Osmania Central Technical 
Institute at the capital and the other at Aurangabad. Altogether 1,381 
students were taught different crafts besides reading, writing and arith- 
metic. The total expenditure incurred on the Industrial Schools was 1 *47 lahks.

The 
occupied area increased by 30,810 acres and measuerd 2,17,16,529 acres at 
the end of 1336 F., while the assessed and the unassessed waste (porampoke) 
decreased by 29,819 and 7,053 acres, respectively, and measured 18,78,329 
acres of the former and 63,28,002 acres of the latter. Out of the total oc- 
cupied area, Mahratwara contained 1,27,08,365 acres (dry 1,24,11,303 and 
wet 2,97,062) and Telingana 90,08,164 (dry 80,28,405 and wet 9,79,759).

As compared with 1335 F. there was an increase of 2,040 in the number of 
pattadars, 4,776 in joint pattadars and 5,824 in shikmidars (under-tenants). 
The average size of holding andassessment was almost the same in Mahratwara 
as in 1335 F., viz,, 23^ acres in dry and | acre in wet, the assessment being 
Re. 1 -1 -0 in the former and Rs. 5-1 1-0 in the latter. In Telingana the average 
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•size of holding fell from 14 acres to 18f in dry and If acres to acres in 
wet, while the assessment rose from Re. 0-12-9 to 0-13-0 in dry and Rs. 11-6-0 
to Rs. 11-14-0 in wet. It will thus be clear that the average holding in 
Mahratwara is much larger in size than in Telingana, or in other words, the 
average assessment per holding is much higher in Telingana than in Mah- 
ratwara. This difference is due to a larger proportion of wet land which 
comprises the Telingana tract and the comparatively higher rates of wet 
cultivation in Telingana than in Mahratwara. But although the assessment 
is higher in Telingana, the ryots receive seasonal remissions on wet lands in 
case of failure of crop, or of inability on the part of the cultivators to sow 
and consequently the land revenue fluctuates according to the character of 
the season. In the year under report 321 breached irrigation sources were 
repaired at a cost of Rs. 9,091. Under these sources 8,295 acres of land 
were cultivated yielding a revenue of Rs. 1,04,082. 


10. The total assessment on holdings showed an increase of Rs. 3,33,789 
^ „ over the figure of 1335 F., and amounted to 

Assessment an emissions. 3,30,19,977. Owing to the Unfavourable char- 

acter of the season there was a marked increase in the seasonal remissions 
which amounted to Rs. 65,48,267 as compared with Rs. 35,77,606 in 1335 F. 
showing an increase of Rs. 29,70,661 or 83 ‘03 per cent. As usual the percent- 
age of remmissions in Telingana is higher than in Mahratwara, viz., 31 '09 
and 6*11, respectively. The corresponding figures of the preceding year were 
18 per cent, in Telingana and 2*31 per cent, in Mahratwara. The percentage 
of remissions to the total assessment was 19*83 as against 10*94 in 1835 F. 
Out of the total remissions of 65*48 lakhs, Telingana alone accounts for 56*43 
lakhs ; and of this 35*16 lakhs were due to excess or deficit of water, the rest 
being due to other causes such as breached irrigation sources, submergence 
of land prior to cultivation, loss of crop, etc.

Out of the current demand Rs. 35,527 were written off as irrecoverable and 
Rs. 2,64,53,164 were collected, leaving a balance of Rs. 6,56,815 at the end 
of 1336 F. The percentage of collection to the net demand was 97*45 against 
96*69. The decrease in demand and collection was due to the unfavourable 
character of the season and the consequent outbreak of famine in Raichur.

ment in the matter. As usual, the Telingana districts cover up 88 per cent, 
of the total arrears, the worst districts being Warangal, Medak and Nalgonda 
with an outstanding of 18 lakhs, 10 lakhs and 6 lakhs of rupees, respeetively. 
The Adilabad district had arrears of only Rs. 23,000, while in other districts 
the arrears varied between one and two lakhs. The total arrears due from 
the Mahratwara districts amounted to Rs. 4*92 lakhs. The districts of 
Raichur and Aurangabad had the heavy arrears amounting to one lakh and 
3*05 lakhs respectively. The corresponding figures of the previous year, were 
2*58 lakhs in Aurangabad and *78 lakhs in Raichur. The heavy arrears 
in the Raichm* district were mainly due to the postponements of revenue on 
account of famine conditions. Arrears in Aurangabad were due to post 
ponements by the local officers. Some headway was made by the department 
with arrears in Telingana but seasonal conditions were against rigorous 
measiures.

37. During the year under report 412 miles of new lines were cut at 
. a cost of Rs. 162 and the old lines measuring 8,656 

emarcation. Hiiles Were rccleared at a cost of Rs. 1,311. The 

length of lines demarcated (artificial and natural) to the end of 1336 F. was 
11,408 miles, while 758 miles still remained to be demarcated at the close 
of 1336 F. A length of 252 miles of enclosure lines was maintained in 
the divisions of Hanamkonda, Karimnagar and Nirmal free of cost, while 
Rs. 80 were spent on the maintenance of old lines measuring 150 miles in 
Khammamet and Mahbubnagar divisions. 


88. The department, as before, was engaged in demarcating, mapping 
_ or surveying the annual coupes of the divisions where 

systematic working has been in progress ever since. 
Besides, certain blocks measuring about 55 miles, situated in the divisions 
of Khammamet, Karimnagar, Nalgonda, Lakshettipet, Aurangabad and 
Nanded were surveyed. The Survey of India Party was engaged in surveying 
the fewest blocks in Lakshettipet and Nirmal divisions. 
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89. As before, the Working Plan party attached to the Western Circle 
continued to work during the year. The party was 
Working plan*. engaged in collecting necessary data for preparation 

of working plans of petty blocks covering a total area 
of 14 sq. miles. During the year working plans of Venkatapur, Kondpak and 
Wemalghat blocks, covering an area of 18 sq. miles, were prepared. Out 
of working plans for 21 reserves pending sanction with the Government, 
sanction to one working plan of Chabra block of the Nanded division was 
received during the year. Except where some unusual and exceptional cir- 
cumstances prevented it -coupes prescribed in the sanctioned working plans 
or schemes were felled in fairly good number in almost all the divisions. 
In 10 out of 12 divisions most of the prescriptions of the plans of operations 
were carried out. 

40. The total amount spent during the year on the construction, 

maintenance and repairs of forest buildings and roads 
Communications and by the Forest Department was Rs. 350 and by the 

Public Works Department Rs. 10,276. 

41. Including the pending cases of the preceding year the total number 

of eases dealt with departmentally was 9,703, and of 
Forest offences. these 2,979 Were disposed of during the year, leaving 

6,724 for disposal at the end of 1336 F. The average 
incidence per case compounded during the year fell from Rs. 19 to Rs. 14. 
The incidence was higher than the average in the divisions of Karimnagar, 
Khammam, Nirmal, Hanamkonda and Nalgonda. The fines realized 
amounted to Rs. 41,381 as compared with Rs. 60,053 in the preceding year. 
Out of 43 cases brought for prosecution during the year, 7 were convicted 
and 11 discharged, leaving 25 cases for disposal at the end of the year. 


42. The total area placed under fire protection showed an increase of 


Protection from tire. 


71,435 acres over the figure of the preceding year and 
measured 5,44,286 acres at the end of 1336 F. The 


increse was mainly in the divisions of Karimnagar, Nizamabad and Medak 
of the Eastern Circle. The burnt area also increased from 8,995 to 13,918 
acres, leaving 5,30,368 acres as actually protected. The total expenditure on 
fire protection amounted to Rs. 5,543 as compared with Rs. 4,490 in the pre- 
ceding year, the cost varying between Rs. 3-7-2 per 100 acres in the Nalgonda 
division to 0-2-8 in the Aurangabad division. 


43. The area of forest totally closed to grazing increased from 275 


Protection from cattle. 


sq. miles to 293 sq, miles. The total area left open 
to grazing was almost the same as in the previous year 


and measured just under six million acres, while the 


area closed to grazing during the whole year rose from 1,76,026 acres in 1335 F. 
to 1,87,686 in 1336 F. Altogether 11 '18 lakhs animals were allowed to 


graze and nearly all of them paid fees. The total revenue realized from 
grazing showed a decrease of Rs. 36,425 and amounted to Rs. 8,.32,167 as 
compared with 8,68,592 in 1335 F. Of this, the forest officers collected 
Rs. 3,46,638 while the rest w-as collected by the Revenue officers. 


44. Owing to untimely and inadequate rainfall in some of the divisions, 
, regeneration from seed as well as from coppice was 

sy vicu ture. reported to be unsatisfactory, while in other divisions 

it w-as fair. Growth of teak shoots in coppice coupes was very vigorous in 
some divisions. In the Khammam division, regeneration from yeppa (Hard- 
wiekia binata) seed was abundant in the Sulahnagar areas clear felled for 
cultivation, the more so on cleared lines and in open and broken grounds. 
Artificial regeneration was undertaken in 4 divisions of the Eastern Circle 
and in 3 divisions of the Western Circle. The results of broadcast sowing and 
dibbling in Katrepalli a series of Mulug range in the Hanamkonda 
division was satisfactory, while in the divisions of Karimnagar, Nalgonda 
and Gulburga the results of artificial regeneration were almost a failure for 
want of rains at the end of the season. Fifty per cent, of total tei^ seeds 
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<iibbled in theNanded division has survived. In the Mahbubnagar division 
about 2,000 plants of Narlinga and other species were raised in nursery beds 
for transplantation during the monsoon of next season. By way of experi- 
ment, seeds of eucalyptus and sandal-wood were sown in the office compound 
of the Divisional forest Officer at Nanded. The germination was good and 
the seedlings were reported to be doing well. 

45. The total area systematically exploited decreased from 32,187

The removal on permits of small timber, etc., for agricultural require- 
ments, is gradually decreasing year by year in almost all the divisions in 
proportion to expansion of systematc fellings introduced in protected forests. 
Like last yetir lac was cultivated in the divisions of Nirnial, Medak, 
Ilanamkonda and Karimnagar and the total yield amounted to 389 maunds 
which fetched about ten thousand rupees. During the year the crop of 
wild tusser worms in the forest blocks of Tedeharla, Mahadevpur and Sin- 
garam was reported to be a bumper one, the number of cocoons collected by 
the department as Government share from the local tusser cultivators 
being over one and a half lakhs. As usual, in almost all the divisions 
head-loads of firew ood and thorny bushes were allowed to be removed free 
of charge for agricultural and domestic requirements from open forests. 

46. Receipts from the sale of timber and fuel amounted to Rs. 5,01,537 
as compared with Hs. 6,70,027 in 1335 F. thus sliowing 
Revenue. ^ decrease of Rs. 1,77,490. The whole of the decrease 

which was confined to the divisions of the Eastern Circle with the exception 
of the Nalgonda division, was accounted for by a fall in the sale price of timber 
in some divisions and non-recovery of sale-proceeds of coupes in other divisions. 
The revenue from “ Minor Forest produce ” increased from Rs. 10,44,944 in 
1335 F. to Rs. 10,66,487 in 1336 F. These figures include grazing cess col- 
lected by the Revenue authoritie;: . There was a decrease in the revenue of 
other minor produce such as bamboos and fruits, while the sale of bark and 
leaves fetched an increased revenue of about half a lakh over the figure of 
the preceding year which amounted roughly to Rs. 80,000. 


47. There was a decrease in receipts as well as in expenditure, the former 
fell from Rs. 19,49,086 to Rs. 17,65,319 and the latter 
from Rs. 8,53,656 to Rs. 8,27,603. The percentage 
of expenditure to revenue was 47 against 44 in 1335 F. The above receipt 
figures include the revenue collected by the Revenue officers which amounted 
to 6-60 lakhs as compared with 7 lakhs in 1885 F. The total outstanding 
revenue, including the arrears of previous years, amounted to Rs. 1,91,141 
and of this Rs. 2,880 were written off as irrecoverable and Rs. 34,496 were 
collected, leaving a balance of Rs. 1,53,815 at the close of 1336 F. The 
highest percentage of recovery (45) was in the divisions of Nizamabad and 
Gulburga and the least (5) in the Nalgonda division, while in other divisions 
the percentage varied between 38 and 6. The divisions that had recovered 
more than 25 per cent, of the outstandings were Nanded, Mahbubnagar, 
Hanamkonda and Medak.

Including the income derived from Octroi duty amounting to- 
Rs. 3,49,791 as against Rs.3,16,107 in 1335 F. the total 
customs revenue of Diwani and Sarf-i-Khas aggregated 
Rs. 1,38,03,092 during the year as against Rs. 1,55,22,784 in 1335 F., showing 
a fall of Rs. 17,19,692 or 11 '08 per cent. Out of this, the Uiwani revenue was 
Rs. 1,11,77,138 as compared with Rs. 1,28,80,792 in 1335 F. Adding 25 
per cent, contribution of Sarf-i-Khas out of the I’eceipts of Hyderabad and 
Secunderabad custom-houses and Sarf-i-Khas nakas, the total Diwani 
revenue amounted to Rs. 1,18,33,626 as against Rs. 1,35,41,290 in the pre- 
ceding year. The fall in the customs revenue was reported to be due to the 
unfavourable character of the season which adversely affected the principal 
products of the State and the purchasing capacity of the people.

According to the 
Finances, revised figures of Accountant-General the opening 

balance at the commencement of 1335 F. amounted to Rs. 36,71,926 and the 
total collections for 1336 F. aggregated Rs. 43,79,626. Thus, the total 
amount at the disposal of the Court was Rs. 80,51,552. Out of this, an ex- 
penditure of Rs. 43,45,925 was incurred, leaving a balance of Rs. 37,05,627 
at the close of 1336 F. 


56. The opening balance of fees and management charges at the 
beginning of 1336 F. amounted to Rs. 86,353. Receipts 
during the year totalled Rs. 4,08,136 against which an 
expenditure of Rs. 3,22,396 was incurred, leaving a balance of Rs. 1,72,093 
to the credit of the Court of Wards at the end of 1336 F. The percentage of 
expenditure to the total income was 65 • 19.

Education of wards. 


59. There were altogether 139 wards (boys 104 and girls 35) under the 
guardianship of the Court. Of these, 12 boys were 
reading in the Jagirdars’ School, 24 boys attended 
Government institutions and 27 boys and 15 girls attended private and 
religious institutions ; the remaining wards were either too young or too old 
for education and some were insane. 


60. In obedience to His Exalted Highness’ commands the three estates 
of (1) Nawab Etasamul Mulk Bahadur (2) Nawab 
Special Wards. Sliahzor Juug Bahadur and (3) Nawab Ruknul Mulk 

Bahadur which had been originally under the supervision of the Court 
of Wards were placed in 1330 F. under a special and independent Nazim, 
Moulvi Mubarizuddeen Khan Saheb, working directly under the orders ot 
the Secretary and Director-General of Revenue. The cash balance of these 
estates at the end of 1335 F,, was Rs. 3,12,790. The gross .Jamabandi de- 
mand rose from Rs. 2,30,481 to Rs. 2,32,039 in 1336 F. During the year 
the total receipts realized amounted to Rs. 2,84,721, making a total of 
Rs. 5,97,511. Out of this, Rs. 1,92,473 were spent, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 4,05,038 at the end of 1.336 F. During the period of seven years about 
63 per cent, of the total liabilities (Rs. 13,05,261) of these estates were paid 
off and the balance is against the estate of Nawab Ruknul Mulk Bahadur.

There was no change in the constitution of the Legislative Council 
during the year. 


64. Two Council and .59 select committee meetings were held as against 

one and 83 respectively in the preceding year. The 

Council passed the following Acts : — 

(1) Transfer of Property Act : — There was no law in force regarding 
transfer of property in His Exalted Highness’ Dominions. The Courts in 
these dominions had therefore to decide cases after considering the law of 
British India and the orders contained in the Mohamedan Law. Conse- 
quently the courts were greatly handicapped in their working for want of a 
definite guidance. It was therefore considered necessary to pass a complete 
law relating to transfer of property. 

(2) Civil Procedure Code Amendment : — Under the Civil Procedure 
Code the patta lands which paid revenue to the Government had the facility 
of decrees against patta lands being executed through the Revenue Autho- 
rities. Patta lands situated within Jagir jurisdiction were dealt with by 
the ordinary civil courts. It was found by experience that the tenants of 
jagirdars did not enjoy the same privileges as the Khalsa tenants and the 
code was therefore amended to extend the same privilege to them as well.

68. The permanent Civil .Judicial Staff subordinate to the High Court 
consisted of 6 Sessions Judges, 25 District Judges and 
Judioiai stiif . ^^2 Subordinate Judges. In addition to these, there 

was one honorary judge. During the year one Munsiff’s Court was brought 
under reduction and the civil powers were taken back from one of the Tah- 
sildars of the Sarf-i-Khas llaqa. Thus, the total number of judicial officers 
exercising civil powers was reduced from 136 in 1335 F. to 134 in 1336 F.

69. The total number of civil suits instituted during the year was

It will be clear from the above that there has been a steady decrease 
in all the courts. Out of 22,172 suits instituted, 13,287 were for money or 
movables, 343 were rent suits, 5,353 for immovables and 3,189 title and 
other suits. The value of suits instituted which was less than what it was in 
1335 F. by Rs. 18,66,171 amounted to Rs. 1,11,55,094. The money suits were, 
as usual, highest in the Munsiffs Courts and low'est in Tahsil Courts, viz., 
10,543 and 17, respectively.

It will be seen from the above statement that, as compared with 1335 F., 
the total percentage of decided cases showed an increase of 4 per cent. With 
the exception of the High Court and Tahsil Courts there was an increase in 
the percentage of cases decided by all other courts. Altogether 11,864 suits 
were pending at the close of 1336 F., as against 13.986 in 1335 F., and of these, 
2,494 were more than a year old, showing a decrease of 606 against the figure 
of the preceding year. Of the cases pending for more than a year 1,356 
were in Munsifs Courts, 543 in District Courts, 436 in the City Courts, 125 
in Divisional Courts and 32 in the High Court. As regards the average 
duration of suits, it will be seen that there was an increase in all kinds 
of courts in contested and uncontested cases. With reference to the increase 
in the duration of suits the Chief Justice observes in his departmental report 
that he is preparing a seheme for the investigation of the causes that have 
led to an increase in the duration of suits

a totel of 27,422 as compared with 27,109 in 1385 F. Full satisfaction was 
obtained in^ 8,927 and partial satisfaction in 2.650 cases.

The above statement will show that, as compared with the preceding 
year, there was an increase in the total number of appeals received for dis- 
posal and in the percentage of decided cases in different grades of courts 
except the High Court where the percentage of decided cases fell from 28 
to 24 ‘6. The highest number of appeals were, as before, decided by tlie 
District Courts. The average duration of appeals increased in all kinds of 
courts except the City Courts where it fell from 202 days to 194 days. The 
total number of appeals pending at the end of 1336 F., was 5,294 as compared 
with 5,316 in 133.5 b . 

77. At the end of 1335 F. 1,425 appeals were pending before the civil 
‘ . courts in the dominions. Fresh appeals numbering 

disposals. 4,278 were received during the year, making a total 

of 5,703 and of these, 3,987 were decided, leaving 1,716 pending at the 
end of the year. The percentage of appeals decided to the total number 
received for disposal was 69-9 or 1-3 per cent. less than the figure of the 
previous year. The highest number of appeals for disposal was, as usual, in 
the High Court (3,069) and the lowest in the City Courts (138), the per- 
centage of appeals decided by the former being 72 -4 and the latter 89*8. 
The percentage of disposal was 67-8 in the Divisional Courts and 63’ 5 in 
the District Courts.

As compared with the preceding year the total criminal offences 
reported during the year showed an increase of 7,467 
or 15 per cent, and numbered 56,935. And of these, 
41,889 were offences under the Penal Code, while 15,046 were under special 
or local laws. These figures exceed those of 1835 F. by 4,561 and 2,906, 
respectively.

82. The number of criminal offences instituted was 15 per cent, more 
than that in 1335 F. Including the arrears, the 
number of cases for disposal was 36,001, showing an 
increase of 4,812. Of these, 33,405 were disposed of, leaving 2,596 cases pend- 
ing at the close of the year. Of the total number of persons under trial 
(82,566 against 78,154 in 1335 F.) 72,491 were tried with the result that 
18,298 were convicted, 50,320 acquitted or discharged, 411 released on pro- 
duction of security for good behaviour and 3,467 were accounted for other- 
wise, i.e., by transfer to other courts, death, or escapes, etc.. The percenti^ 
of conviction rose from 21 to 25. The average duration of cases in all courts 
fell from 40 days to 88 days. The following table gives the details of cases 
and the persons implicated in different grades of courts in 1885 F. and

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It will be seen from the above statement that the highest number of 
cases were instituted in the City Criminal Courts and the Munsiffs’ Courts 
came next in that order.

The fines imposed amounted in all to Rs. 1,49,310, showing an increase 
of Rs. 76,202 over the figure of 1335 F., of whieli only 32 per cent, was realized 
a.s compared with 33 per cent, in the previous year. The compensation 
awarded to complainants during the year out of the fines "realised was 
Rs. 1,688. 


84. The total number of proeeedings for disposal was 26,831 and of 
Miscellaneous proceedings these, 20,952 were com})leted and 5,879 remained 

under the Code of c. & p. pending : the corresponding figures for the preceding 
year were 24,481, 18,870 and 5.611, respectively. Out of 19,931 persons 
under trial 15,650 were tried and only 1,276 were convicted, no fewer than 
14,374 being acquitted or discharged.

In 61 per cent, of the cases, the orders of 
the lower courts were upheld, in 28 per cent, they were reversed, and in 5 
per cent, they were modified, while in 6 per cent, of cases they were returned 
for further enquiry. The sentences were confirmed in the case of 215 appel- 
lants, reduced or altered in that of 13, while the convictions of 97 were set 
aside. The sentences of two appellants were enhanced, while further enquiry 
was ordered in 18 cases. Besides, the appeals of 10 persons were dismissed 
either on summary trial or in default or on compromise. The revision and 
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confirmation cases before the High Coiirt were almost the same as in 1835 F.> 
1,588. Of these, 1,180 were disposed of, leaving 352 cases pending at 
the close of 1836 F. The average duration of appeals, revision and confir- 
mation cases rose from llt> days to 232 days. 


87. Including arrears the total number of appeals for disposal before 
the Sessions courts rose from 495 to 553. Altogether 
Seuioiu ourt. appeals were decided, leaving 138 at the end of 

1336 F. Revision and confirmation cases before the Sessions courts also 
increased from 541 in 1335 F. to 883 in 1336 F. and of these, 679 were dis- 
posed of, 204 having remained for disposal at the end of the year. In 62 
per cent, of the appeal cases, the judgments of the lower courts were upheld, 
in 18 per cent, they were reversed, and in 16 per cent, they were modified, 
while in 4 per cent, of cases they were remanded for further enquiry.

88. The number of appeals, revision and confirmation cases before the 
courts of Magistrates was 1,831, showing an increase 
Magiatratei Courts 203 ovcr the figure of the previous year, and of 

these, 1,601 were tlecidcd against 1,399 in 1335 F. 
In 89 per cent, of the cases, sentences of the lower courts were upheld, in 
42 per cent, they were reversed, and in 13 per cent, they were modified, 
while in 6 per cent, of the eases further enquiry was ordered. Nine hundred 
and fifty-eight persons were concerned in these appeals. The appeals of 
354 persons were altogether unsuccessful, of 28 were summarily dismissed 
and of 37 dismissed in default or on compromise. One hundred and eleven 
persons obtained a reduction or alteration and 399 a reversion of sentence.

and 404 were disposed of otherwise. The total number of witnesses exam- 
ined during the year was 5,132 as against 4,619 in 1335 F, The aver- 
age duration of cases decreased from 76 days to 72 days. The number 
of appeals, revision and confirmation cases before these courts decreased 
from 228 in 1335 F, to 211 in 1336 F. The cases actually disposed of were 
190 or a decrease of 21 against the figure of 1335 F. The average duration 
of these cases rose from 72 days to 73 days.

Education and training. 


108. Nawab Mohamed Nawaz Junjj Bahadur held charge of the depart- 
ment till 26th Azur when he was succeeded by Mr. 
(now Sir) F. C. Crawford who worked as Director- 
General of Police up to 5th Farwardi. Sir F. C. Crawford was succeeded 
by Mr. J. E. Armstrong, c.i.e., o.b.e., 1. P., who remained in charge of the 
department up to the end of the year. 

104. The sanctioned strength of the poli(‘e force excluding the non- 
effectives but including tlie Criminal Investigation 
Department and the Police Training School was 1.507 

oflicers and 9,61.8 constables and sawars. The total 
sanctioned strength of the mounted and the foot police was 889 and 10,227, 
respectively. 

105. The percentage of men able to read and write was the same as in 
the preceding year, viz., 53. Two classes for advanced 
training (1) in prevention and detection and (2) in 

prosecution, were openeti in the Police Training School, Hyderabad. 
Eighteen selected officers from the districts were deputed for the first of these 
classes and 9 for the second. Their session commenced in Sherwar 1336 F. 
The results produced by the Police Training School were highly satisfactory, 
the percentage of successful candidates at the final examination of officers 
and constables being 82 and 77, respectively. Twenty one out of 26 officers 
who appeared for the examination in ‘ First Aid to the Injured ' were de- 
clared successful. At the close of the year there were 46 officers, 2 probation- 
era and 129 constables in the ordinary classes of the school and 27 officers in 
the advanced classes. The total strength of Police and Sikh Orderly Boys 
School was 225 (165 police hoys and 60 sikh boys). During the year 
18 grown-up police boys were drafted into the police force as constables, 
and nine grown-up sikh boys were appointed to their heriditary posts. 
The results of the various class examinations were satisfactory, the percent- 
age of successful students being 70 as compared with 60 in the previous year. 
Of the successful boys, 9 passed the 3Iiddle School examination. Six boys of 
the school joined the Head Constables’ class of the Police Training School.

Punishments and rewards. 


There was a fall in the number of punishments awarded to officers 
and men : it was 1,758 in 1336 F. as against 1,957 
in 1335 F., and of these 26 w'ere punished judicially 
and the rest departmentally. The number of officers and men who received 
rewards in appreciation of their services was 92 as against 139 in the preceding 
year and that of those who received promotion for good work was 268 as 
compared with 259 in 1335 F.

The cognizable crimes during the year increased by 121 per cent. 
_ . , , and numbered 4,970 as compared with 4,4 H i n 1335 F 

pniza cerune. grave crimes rose from 2,494 to 

2,548. The minor offences (including miscellaneous cases) also showed an 
increase of 502 and numbered 2,422. As compared with the preceding year 
there was a rise of cent, per cent, in the dacoity (36 against 18) and of 73 
per cent, in robbery cases (122 against 71). 

109. Out of 4,970 cases dealt with by the police 3,572 or 72 per cent. 

were traced as compared with 71 per cent, in the pre- 
vious year. The total number of cases sent up by the 
police was 3,172 and the cases pending enquiry in 
the courts numbered 771, and of these, 3,211 were disposed of by the courts, 
the percentage of cases decided to those tried was 81 against 77 in 1335 F. 
The total number of cases convicted and compromised was 2,077 or 64 per 
cent, of the total cases decided. 


Detection and prevention of 
crime. 
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110. The number of persons arrested in all cases dealt with by the 

police rose from 7,604 in 1835 F., to 9,196 in 1336 F. 
enons in po ice cases. these, 722 Were not sent up for trial, leaving a 

balance of 8,474 persons of whom 7,298 were tried (2,488 convicted or 
released on bail or on security for good behaviour, 3,692 acquitted or dis- 
charged and 1,118 released on compromise) and 47 escaped or died during 
trial. At the end of the year the cases of 325 persons were pending enquiry 
with the police and 2,502 pending trial with the magistrates. 

111. Property reported to have been stolen was less than the previous 

year by Ils. 3,538 and amounted to Rs. 3,08,699 
^^Tecovered!'*" while the percentage of recovery rose from 31 to 33. 

The iiighest percentage of recovery (77) was in the Gulbarga district and the 
lowest (12) in the Medak district. The districts where more than 40 per cent, 
of the value of lost property was recovered were Nizamabad, Bir, Parbhani 
and Nanded. 


112. As before, the Director-General of the Diwani police was also in 

r. • • c . T.-U .... charge of the Sarf-i-Khas police. The sanctioned 

strength of the police lorce was the same as last year 
viz., 1,775 officers and constables. The total expenditure incurred for the 
maintenance of this force was Rs. 2,71,441 as compared with Rs. 2,86,261 
in 1335 F. Out of 769 true cases dealt with by the police 552 or 75 per cent, 
were traced. Including arrears the total number of cases for disposal before 
the courts was 510 and of these, 392 were disposed of, the percentage of 
cases decided to those of the tried being 76. The percentage of cases convict- 
ed and compromised to the total number of cases decided was 65. The total 
value of property reported to have been stolen was Rs. 44,504 and 47 per 
cent, of this was recovered. 

113. The police of the three paighas which had been under the control 

^ . .... of the Director-General of police since 1324 F., was 

rime in exemp c jagirs. handed back to the Paigha authorities in Bahmon 

1336 F. by command of His Exalted Highness with the result that these 
Jagirs, have become an asylum for some of the most dangerous criminals, 
and the worst offenders in the State, who carry on depredations in the 
neighbouring Diwani jurisdiction and in other jagirs, making it veryd ifficult 
for the Diwani police to trace their whereabouts. The number of offences 
reported from the exempted jagirs was 211, as compared with 181 in 1335 F. 
and 190 in 1334 F. Out of this, 75 were traced and 65 challaned. The total 
number of cases tried by the courts was 158 and 70 per cent, of them were 
decided and 35 per cent, of the disposed of cases ended in conviction. The 
property reported to have been stolen valued at Rs. 27,868 and of this pro- 
perty worth Rs. 12,647 was recovered. 

114. There was no change in the sanctioned strength of the depart- 
ment, viz., 50 officers and 170 men. The number 
of cases investigated by this branch increased from 
211 in 1335 F., to 226 in 1336 F. Amongst the im- 

E ortant cases dealt with by the department were those of murders, dacoities 
urglaries, and thefts. Out of 339 cases tried by the courts, 196 ended in 
conviction, 71 in acquittal and the rest remained pending in the courts. 
The number of persons tried was 633 of which 831 were convicted, 144 
acquitted, and the rest were under trial at the end of the year. The value 
of property recovered was Rs. 9,900 as compared with Rs. 10,671 in 
1885 F.

The total number of slips on record at the Bureau at the com- 
mencement of the year was 1,19,295 ; 2,126 were 
received during the year, thus making a total 
of 1,21,421. One himdred and five slips were destroyed in accordance with 
the niles in force and hence the actum number on record at the end of the 
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year was 1,21,S16. The Bureau received 12,242 slips of persons concerned 
in criminal cases for trace and of these previous convictions were traced 
against 1,802 persons as compared with 1,480 in 1335 F. Besides, 4,208 
slips were received from the British India and the previous convictions of 
488 persons were traced. Thus, the total number of slips handled by the 
Bureau was 16,450 against 13,886 in 1335 F. The British Bureau traced 21 
slips for Hyderabad. 

116. There was an increase of 713 process under the head “ Warrants 
^ ^ . served by the police and an increase of 5,294 under 

the head Summonses while summonses in civil 
cases showed a decrease of 66 and numbered 95. 


117. The strength of the Sikh force was 780. There were 45 vacancies

The expenditure incurred on the Sikh force was Rs. 1,60,547 as 
compared with Rs. 1,51,915 in 1335 F.

125. As before, there were 8 Central Jails, 13 District Jails and one 

Reformatory.

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126. There were at the commencement of the year 1,080 convicted 
and 657 under-trial prisoners. During the year 2,152 
ticBstb. convicted and 5,478 under-trial prisoners were admit- 

ted. The total strength of prisoners was thus 0,317. Out of these, 3,972 were 
confined in different Central Jails. The Jail at Hyderabad is the largest 
where 1,892 were incarcerated during the year. The total number of con- 
victed and under-trial prisoners discharged from all causes was 1,950 and 
5,466, respectively, leaving at the close of the year 1,232 convicted and 669 
under- trial prisoners or a total of 1,901 as compared with 1,687 in 1335 F. 
The decrease in the daily average of under-trial prisoners from 743 to 705 and 
the increase in the daily average of population of convicts from 997 to 1,044 
was said to be attributed to the greater expedition employed by magistrates 
in disposal of cases. The daily average strength of prisoners thus rose from 
1,740 in 1385 F. to 1,748 in 1.336 F. 


127. Out of the 2,152 convicts admitted during the year, 1,144 were 
Hindus, 432 Mohamadans and the rest belonged to 
onvi iTiaonew. Other denominations. The largest number of convicts 

was between the ages 16 and 40. The majority of convicts or 91 per cent, 
were illiterate as compared with 88 per cent, in the preceding year. The 
total number of prisoners who had previous conviction was 358 as compared 
with 411 in 1885 F. Altogether 7 civil prisoners were admitted during the 
year, the cost of their up-keep being recovered from the courts concerned. 
The number of juvenile offenders rose from 16 to 35. Out of these, only two 
were sent to the Reformatory at Aurungabad ; while the remaining underwent 
their sentences on account of shortness of their term. The total female con- 
victs admitted during the year rose from 55 to 80 and 66 of them were 
married women. Of the total male convifets admitted (2,072), 50 per cent, were 
labourers, 82 per cent, agriculturists and the rest were Government and 
private servants, mechanics, artisans and traders. It will thus be observed 
that the labouring class returned the majority of criminals, while the pro- 
portion of agriculturists, who form the bulk of population, is comparatively 
low. Three hundred and ninety one out of 2,152 convicts were sentenced 
to simple imprisonment and the remaining 1,761 to rigorous imprisonment. 
No sentence of death was passed during the year. 


128. There were 20 escapes during the year as against 11 of the previous 
„ . , vear, 7 being convicts and 13 under-trials. During 

tne year 6 convicts and 9 under-trials were captured 
and the rest were at large at the end of 1336 F. 


129. The Reformatory had 7 boys at the end of 1835 F. During the 
. year 4 boys were received, making 11 in all. Of 

* these, one was released on the expiration of his term 

of sentence and 2 were transferred to the Hyderabad 
Central Jail, leaving 8 boys in the Reformatory when the year closed. The 
daily average strength of the institution was almost the same as in 1335 F. 
viz.t 8. The total cash earnings of the boys increased from Rs. 655 in 1335 F. 
to 781 in 1386 F. Besides technical training, the boys were taught to read 
and write. 


180. The number of jail offences recorded and punishments inflicted 
.• j ^ A ^ was 169 as compared with 198 in the previous year. 

iBcip me an on u . punishmcnts inflicted consisted of solitary con- 

finements, solitary confinements with penal diet, corporal punishment and 
other punishments. Besides, 30 convict officers and 106 Barkandaz jawans 
were also punished during the year. As a result of the working of the remis- 
sion system 169 convicts were released. The number of convicts set free 
under the Royal Command was 36. Religious and moral instruction con- 
tinued to be imparted in the Central Jails. Literary instruction was also 
imparted up to the standard of the Lower Secondary Classes. One hundred 
and twenty six prisoners against 99 of the previous year received education 
through Urdu, Marathi, Telugu and Canarese. Moral and religious training 
was given to 50 muslims. 
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181. The total number of admissions to the jail hospitals during the 
„ year was ll,088as compared with 15,281 in the previous 

ea o e prisoners. year, showing a decrease of 4,198 which sufficiently 

indicates that the health of the prisoners in general was good. The number 
of deaths increased from 30 to 88 and of these 20 deaths occurred at the 
Hyderabad Central Jail and the remaining were in the District Jails. The 
causes of death were returned as dysentery, cholera and malarial fevers. 
The cost per head of jail population on account of medical establishment 
decreased from Rs. 20-9-1 in 1335 F., to Rs. 13-3-7 in 1336 F. and this fall 
was said to be due to the abolition of the post of Civil Surgeon Hyderabad 
Central Jail and to the reduction of the staff consequent upon the conversion 
of the Aurangabad Central Jail into a District Jail. 


132. The total cash earnings of the convicts decreased from Rs. 1,83,676. 

to Rs. 1,63,741 and the average number from whom 
Income and Expenditure. labour was obtained was 896 as compared with 807 

in the previous year. The daily average workers in 
the factory rose from 248 to 260, while the average cash earnings per head 
fell from tls. 740-10-0 to Rs. 629-12-4. The gross expenditure of the Jail 
Department was Rs. 4,71,918 and the net cost after deducting the cash income 
from the gross was only Rs. 3,08,177 as compared with Rs. 3,40,086. Thus, 
the net average cost of each prisoner fell from Rs. 198-12-8 to Rs. 176-12-5.

The aided schools fell from 1,144 to 1,010, while the schools 
maintained by the Local Boards rose from 907 to 
982, the total strength of the former being 81,800 
against 82,616 and that of the latter 44,204 as compared with 42,856 in 
1885 F. The total expenditure on this head amounted to 8*85 lakha as 
against 8*74 lakhs in the previous year.

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146. During the year one Unani and four A 5 uirvedic Disptensaries were 
added, bringing the total number of dispensaries to 
7 Allopathic, 81 Ayurvedic and 78 Unani dispensa- 
ries. Of these, the Allopathic and Ayurvedic dispensaries were only aided, 
while the Unani dispensaries were maintained from the Local Funds. 
The expenditure incurred was 2*86 lakhs as compared with 2*25 lakhs in 
1885 F. 


147. The total amount sanctioned for the District Water- Works to 
the end of 1336 F. was 20 lakhs (10 lakhs from 
" *■ Diwani, 9 lakhs from Local Funds and 1 lakh from 

Sarf-i-Khas). Towards this, the Diwani and the Local Funds paid 5 lakhs 
and 8*63 lakhs, respectively, i.e., a total of 13*63 lakhs against which 
an expenditure of 12*90 lakhs was incurred to the end of 1336 F. The water- 
works at Parbhani, Nanded and Mahbubnagar were completed during the 
year at a total cost of 7*73 lakhs, while the works at Raich ur, Gulbrnga, 
Latur and Jalna were in progress. Besides, extensions of pipe connections 
were made in Gulburga and Nizamabad at a cost of Rs. 58,150 and Rs. 22,900, 
respectively. 


148. New assessments for the towns of Raichur, Manvi, Devdrug, 
Narayanpet, Warangal and Khammam were com- 
■ pleted during the year. The levy of house tax in such 

important towns as Warangal, Hanamkonda and Diglur was sanctioned 
only in 1336 F., and the levy of cycle tax at one rupee per annum was 
sanctioned for the first time.

CHAPTER IV. 

Production and Distribution.

Agriculture 

159. Mr. Mazhar Hussain, m.a., b.sc., continued as Director of Agri- 

cootroi. culture throughout the year under report. 

160. The new central farm for the Telingana tract covering an area of 

Experimental f»nns. about 300 acres was established at Himayat Sagar 

.. ... the vicinity of Hyderabad. More than half of 

Its area IS irrigated by the feeder channel of Mir Alam Tank. The object 
of this farm is to grow economically crops that are suited to the Telingana 
soil by the use of different kinds of manures and improved types of imple- 
ments. Thus, the total experimental farms in the dominions at the end of 
1886 F. numbered 6 as compared with 5 in the preceding year. Of these, 
one IS the main farm for the Telingana districts in Hyderabad and 5 are 
distnct farms, located at Parbhani, Sangareddy, Kamareddy, Alir and 
Mahbubnagar where experiments on cotton, sugar-cane and paddy with their 
respective rotational crops are conducted. Reclamation of alkaline lands 
were continued at Alir and sericultural experiments were made at Mahbub- 
na^r and Alir. The site for the Mahratwara main farm has been selected 
in Parbhani and steps are being taken for acquisition of land measuring 280 
acres. Besides, a site, at a distance of 3 miles from the Railway Station, 
has been fleeted for the expansion of the sugar-cane farm at Kamareddy. 
Schemes for the main farm Parbhani and district farms of Mahbubnagar 
and Alir were prepared and submitted to Government for sanction. In 
order to establish a cattle breeding farm in the vicinity of Hyderabad a site 
^joining the Himayat Sagar main farm was approved by the Imperial Dairy 

Expert who was requested to prepare a scheme for submission to Govern- 
ment. 

161. Experiments with cotton and its rotational crops are conducted 

Cotton. the Government farm at Parbhani. As before, 

... the department was chiefly engaged in restoring the 

indigenous long staple variety of cotton known as Gaorani (Gossepium 
Indicum Lamk). During the year 5,402 candies of pure Gaorani cotton 
seed were purchased at a cost of Rs. 1,19,036 and of these 500 candies were 
distnbuted for feeding purposes on two year’s takavi and the rest for sowing 
in the taluks of Parbhani, Pathri, Basmathnagar, Jintur and Manjlegaon. 
Ihe probable area sown with the seed supplied by the department measured 
2,12,598 acr^. During the year the Nirmal taluk of the Adilabad district 
was reported to be fit for inclusion in the “ Protected area ” for long staple 
wtton under requirements for the cotton Transport Act. As decided by the 
Director-General of Agriculture pure Gaorani ” would be distributed on 
takavi in the next season among the cultivators at the rate of 6 seers per 
acre for such area as each cultivator would like to put under cotton. * e 
half the holding. • • •» 

162. Different varieties of paddy were grown on the farms at Mahbub- 
Paddy and sugar-cane. nagar and Sangareddy. Experiments with certain 

. . . varieties of paddy were also made in the Alir farm 

for ascertaining their yield on alkaline soils. Experiments with sugar-cane 
treated with chemical manures to the extent of yielding 150 lbs. of nitroeen 
were under trial on the Kamareddy farm. Trials of certain varieties of 
sugar-cane were in progress on the same farm. The highest producer of 
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cane as well as gur was proved to be the hard local variety yielding 
97,900 lbs. of cane and 9,768 lbs. of gur and the lowest yielder was D. 85 
yielding 87,518 lbs. of cane and 8,896 lbs. of gur. 

168. Silk'worms were reared at Alir and Sangareddy farms where 
Serieuttute crops of mulberry and eri silk worms from 401 

layings were reared and 169 lbs. of raw and dry cacoons 
were obtained. Altogether 16 fba of raw cacoons were boiled for reelings 
which, when dead, weighed 12 lbs. from which 218 tolas of silk was reeled. 
Two sorts of cloths were spun out of the produce, viz., pure silk cloth and mix- 
ed with cotton. The total length spun was 66 J yards of cloth, 1 J ft. in width 
for which 9 lbs. and 28 tolas of silk was consumed. During the year 91,000 
disease-free-eggs were supplied to the interested public. 

164. The propaganda work for the restoration of the once famed 
Horticulture Variety of grapes in the Aurungabad district to 

® some extent bore fruits. Besides grapes, cultivation 

of figs, santras and guava was introduced. 

During the year 5 oil engines with pumping sets were supplied 
to Government farms and 4 to the public. Besides, 
the public themselves purchased certain improved 
types of implements such as sugar-cane mill, chaff cutters, mhote wheels, 
iron ploughs, ground-nut decorticator and cultivator. 

166. Out of the 8 boring machines with the department 5 were working 
^ , throughout the year. Altogether 56 bores were made

170 The total rainfall in the dominions for 1385-1386 F. was 18-02 
per cent, below the normal, i.e., 24*05 inches as against 
.eason or < 38* 67 inches in the preceding year. (The normal rain 

fall is 27*65 inches.) The South-West monsoon started late with scanty 
showers to the end of June. But later it developed into heavy rainfalls 
all over the dominions excepting the districts of Raichur and Nalgondah. 
Consequently the kharif and early rice crops fared badly there ; the 
yield being less than 4 annas in the rupee. The North-East monsoon 
commenced early in October with scattered showers, continued as such 
during the first two weeks and remained almost dry to the end of 
November. The rainfall during the monsoon proved quite insufficient 
for the young rabi crops which consequently stood badly everywhere. 
Owing to lack of adequate moisture in December the crops began to wither 
and continued to suffer right up to May next. The outturn of Kharif 
and Rabi crops was estimated at 8 to 12 annas and 4 to 12 annas, respect- 
ively, while that of Abi (Early rice) 8 to 12 annas and tabi (late rice) 4 to 12 
annas. 

On account of the unsatisfactory condition of the season, the prices of 
main staple were higher than usual. Better rates prevailed just before 
and after the harvesting period and remained almost stationary for the rest 
of the season. At the end of the season Jawar, Rice and Wheat were sold at 
9 seers, 4 seers and 4 seers, per O. S. rupee, respectively.

172. Moulvi Muhammad Abdul Basith Khan continued as Registrar, 

ControJ. Co-operative Societies. 

173. Including 11 societies situated in the Administered areas, the 

General progress total number of societies in the dominions rose from 

1,940 in 1335 F. to 2,065 in 1836 F., an increase of 
125 new societies. Of these, 24 were central banks, 1,673 agricultural 
societies and 868 non-agricultural societies. The total number of members 
in these societies increased from 53,380 to 56,634, The aggregate work- 
ing capital of all central banks and primary societies showed an increase 
of Rs. 13,94,491 over the figure of the preceding year (Rs. 1,44,36,919) 
and amounted to Rs. 1,58,31,410 at the end of 1336 F. The owned capital 
(share money and the reserve fund combined) amounted to Rs, 57,34,488 or 
36*2 per cent, of the working capital. From the above statistics it will 
be observed that co-operative societies continued to increase in number 
and there was an increase in the number of members, in the amount both of 
share and working capital available and in the strength of reserve fund. 
The working of these societies, when compared with those of the neighbour- 
ing provinces of Bonibay, Madras and Central Province and Berars, shows 
that the financial stability of these institutions is getting stronger with the 
result that in time to come they will, beyond any shade of doubt, become self- 
supporting bodies. 

174. 


Outstandings and collections. 


Inclusive of Rs. 16,98,681 which were advanced to members of 
agricultural and non-agricultural societies, the total 
outstandings amounted to Rs. 91,22,452. Out of 
this amount, Rs. 15,32,199 were recovered, leaving a balance of Rs.76,90,258 
at the end of Amardad 1336 F. The percentage of recovery to demand 
was very poor which was mostly due to the failure of crops for want of 
timely and adequate rains with the result that there was a marked fall in the 
prices of certain important commercial products such as cotton. 

175. During the year two central banks were opened in the Nalgonda 
Central bmIm. district and thus the number for the dominions 

went up to 24. Tliere were in all 4,142 members in 
these banks. By the end of the year their combined share capitals amounted 
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to Rs. 10,60,922 while deposits stood at Rs. 84,76,549. Their working 
capital rose from Rs. 58,50,989 to Rs. 68,49,997 of which they owned 
over 18 lakhs. The total net profit earned was Rs. 1,58,728. 


176. The number of agricultural societies increased from 1,589 to 
1,678, the new societies being 84 and their member- 
AgriouituraLocieties. ship from 84,358 to 85,538. Their working capital 

was Rs. 70,89,178 and the owned capital was Rs. 31,54,667, the percentage 
of owned to the working capital being 44*5. More than five lakhs were 
advanced to members for purchase of cattle, payment of old debts, pxu*- 
chase of seed, etc. The total recoveries from members were 2*12 lakhs^ 
while at the end of 1886 F. 54 ’79 lakhs were outstanding. So far as col- 
lections go the results were not satisfactory. 


177. This class of societies rose from 819 to 357 and the majority of 
„ . them were departmental societies whose members are 

chiefly Government employees and the rest pertain to 
artisans, wage-earners, paper makers, carpet weavers, silver and brass 
workers, etc. The working capital showed an increase of Rs. 1,87,238 and 
amounted to Rs. 19,89,758 as compared with Rs. 18,02,520 in 1835 F. The 
owned capital amounted to Rs. 11,35,423 which was more than the preced- 
ing year by Rs. 1,91,466 and was 57 per cent, of the total working capital. 
Besides, there were 11 societies located in the Administered areas with 
1,891 members. Their working capital amounted to Rs. 4,02,482, 85*8 per 
cent, of which amount was their owped capital. The increase in deposits 
and the owned capital of the societies was satisfactory.

During the year 51 factories and 12 boilers were added Co the 
register and 9 faetories and 12 boilers were removed 
from it. Thus, the total number of factories and 
boilers in the dominions at the end of 1886 F. was 557 and 876, respectively. 
Out of 557 factories, 5 are spinning and weaving mills, 282 cotton gin- 
ning and pressing factories and 270 miscellaneous factories, most of them 
being flour, rice, dall and oil mills. The largest number of factories was in 
the city of Hyderabad, viz., 145. The districts of Parbhani and Auran- 
gabad had each 77 and 70 factories, respectively. The districts that had 
more than 40 factories are Nanded, Raichur and Gulbarga, while in other 
districts the number varied between 34 in the Warangal district to 1 
in the Mahboobnagar district. 

181. The total number of factories requiring inspection was 557, of 
. . which 376 had boilers. Of these, 516 factories 

nipec ion o no ones. boilcrs Were inspected and the rest were not 

inspected as they were closed and not worked during the year. The boiler 
inspection fees collected during the year amounted to Rs. 10,965, the 
corresponding figure for the preceding year being Rs. 11,155. There was 
only one accident reported during the year from Yerrupalam, in which one 
man was injured.

183. The aggregate trade of the dominions was 2,637 lakhs as com- 
pared with 3,046 lakhs in the preceding year, a de- 
crease of 13*40 per cent. This serious falling off 

seems to have been due partly to the gradual decline in prices and partly 
to the bad season which have reduced the output of raw cotton, grain, and 
oil-seeds, which form the chief exports of the State and so affected the pur- 
chasing capacity of the people.

and Secretary to Government of the Department of 
**“*”*• Industries and Commerce, while Mr. Mohamadi 

who was in the- executive charge of the department m Deputy Secretary 
became. Director and worked in the same capacity during 1836 F. 

186. The Government Industrial Laboratory and the Weaving Fac- 

tory continued to work on the same lines as in the 
Departmental activities. previous year. The proposal of converting the 

Industrial Laboratory into a Central Laboratory had been accepted by 
most of the departments, and the Indian Institute of Science, Bangalwe, 
was asked to depute one of their professors to inspect and advise the de- 
partment in the matter. A sum of Rs. 25,000 was provided as a temporary 
measure in the Budget to meet any expenses towards the materialization 
of the proposal. To improve the Weaving section and the cottage indus- 
tries in the districts, Mr. Khawja Nizamuddin who was trained in England 
in Paper Technology as a State Technical Scholar, was appointed to assist 
the department in investigating the possibilities of paper manufacture 
and to improve the local hand paper industry. Another State Technical 
Scholar, Mr. Kishen Singh who was trained in England in Tmctonal chem- 
istry, dyeing and bleaching, was deputed for practical training in the 
Dye House of a textile mill in Bombay. Besides, two new posts were 
sanctioned, i.e., one of textile expert and the other of an industrial engineer 
and these appointments would soon be made when the department 
launched a scheme for the development of the hand weaving industry in the 
State in particular and cottage industries in general, by instituting a Cen- 
tral Cottage Institute and extending its activities in the districts. To meet 
these expenses a sum of Rs. 80,000 was sanctioned as a temporary measu^. 
The question of the transfer of the Alcohol Factory at Kamareddy to the 
important local distillers is before the Committee, which has been 
specially appointed to consider the future of the factory. On the recom- 
mendation of the department the Soap Factory, which was closed in 1920 
will be re-established by erecting the machinery in stock and working it 
departmentally. For this purpose, a sum of Rs. 22,000 was proposed to be 
invested as fixed capital. On receipt of requisite sanction the work of the 
factorv will be started. The Hyderabad Tile Factory was doing good 
work under the guidance of a chemist deputed by the department. Most of 
the tiles manufactured by the factory were as good as the best Mangalore tiles. 
The Public Works Department has, therefore, given a very large order to the 
factory for supply of superior tiles. The Shahabad Cement Company, Limit- 
ed which had been established at Shahabad onthe Great Indian Peninsula 
Ra’ilway line, not far from Wadi, was doing good work and continued to supply 
the whole of Southern India with cement and had, till the end of the year, an 
output of 40,000 tons. It is gratifying to observe that the company s 
shares were being quoted in the market at present at over 50 per cent, pre- 
mium which spoke well for its prospects. There was also a pnvate company 
that had undertaken the manufacture of glass on modem lines a couple oi 
years ago and had, during the year, succeeded in putting on the market 
quite serviceable glass articles at fairly cheap prices. During the year, a 
loan of Rs. 6,000 was sanctioned for hosiery manufacture. Besides, there 
were 5 spinning and weaving mills as well as 272 ginning and pressing 
factories in the cotton tracts and also a number of tanneries and Hour 
mills in the dominions. The Superintendent of the Industnal Exhibition 
was deputed during the year to Mysore to partiwpate m the Maharaja s 
Birthday “All India Industrial and Agricultural Exhibition by 
ing the products of cottage industries of Hyderabad m that exhibition. 
H: H. the Maharaja of Mysore was pleased to make reference pubhcly to the 
Hyderabad State exhibits on the occasion of the distribution of e^mibition 
mi^als and prizes. The Hyderabad exhibits received 2 gold medals, be- 
sides silver medals and certificates.

*’'***” Rs. 82,70,469 and Rs. 31,47,132, respectively, in the 
previous year. Out of the total expenditure, Rs. 22,61,217 were spent on 
works, Rs. 10,48,045 on establishment (including the Chief Engineer and 
Secretary’s office) and Rs. 34,290 on tools and plant. In addition to the 
works of irrigation proper, the Irrigation staff executed Development works 
amounting to Rs. 69,217, Capital works amounting to Rs. 54,347, Famine 
works amounting to Rs. 3,33,204 and Special Buildings and Roads (including 
Khuldabad and Delhi Palace works) amounting to Rs. 6,41,504. Thus, the 
total cost of works executed by the Irrigation Branch during the year under 
report aggregated Rs. 33,59,489 against Rs. 30,48,065 in 1335 F. 


190. The total cost of the staff employed by the Irrigation Branch

202. (1 and 2) North and South Interceptor Sewers : — These were started 

Po res* of work different places — one at the source near the 

ogres* o « or . Puranapool bridge and the other at the tail end near 

the Chaderghat bridge. Pipes of the diameter of 
15", 18", 21", 24", and 42* were laid in the Puranapool and the Chaderghat 
sections of both the sewers to a total length of 3,149 ft. Besides, the auto- 
matic flushing syphons at the head of the North and the South Sewers in the 
Puranapool section were completed during the year. (3) Inverted syphon 
across the Musi : Besides the laying of one line of 21" diameter and two lines 
of 24" diameter C. P. pipes in the bed of the river, the inlet, outlet, and 
cleansing manholes were completed. (4) Out-fall Sewer : Work on this sewer 
has been started at three places. Pipes of different diameters, viz., 57", 60", 
and 66", were laid to a total length of 436 ft. The inverted syphon consisting 
of 5 lines of 24" diameter C. P. pipes was also completed across the Husain- 
sagar surplus channel which the 66" outfall sewer crosses below the Amberpet 
bridge. To discharge the distillery effluent and storm water from the inlet 
manhole of the above syphon in the river Musi, R. C. pipes of 36" diameter 
were laid to a length of 157 ft. below the Opal fresh water channel. 

2();j. This workshop is located near the Puranapool bridge. The 
. . . manufacture of reinforced pipes and special cement 

bricks and blocks to be use^ in the construction 
of sewers started in the beginning of the year. Altogether 14 '56 lakhs 
straight and splayed bricks were manufactured and 12*64 lakhs of them 
were issued to the works. Besides, 1,334 invert blocks for 60" and 57" 
diameter sewers, and 3,240 reinforced cement concrete pipes 4 ft. long with 
internal diameters varying between 15" and 42" were manufactured ; 722 of 
the former and 1,566 of the lattet* were issued to works. The cement 
required for the Drainage Project was supplied by the Shahabad Cement 
Co., Ltd. Most of the steel and iron articles required by the department 
were manufactured locally at the Mint Workshop and the total cost of 
articles supplied by it to the end of 1886 F. amounted to Rs. 1,09,916.

The extension lines rose from 162 to 168, while the call office and private 
lines remained the same as before, viz., one and twenty-four, respectively. 
In addition to the Central Battery Telephone Exchange at Gowliguda, 
the Narayanguda Exchange continued to be used pending receipt of His 
Exalted Highness’ commands for the installation of the Central Battery 
Telephone instruments in place of magneto instruments at the King Koti 
Mubarak and certain other Royal Palaces. The total amount spent on the 
reconstruction scheme to the end of 1386 F. was 9*71 lakhs against the total 
estimate of ten lakhs sanctioned by Government. The total revenue of the 
Hyderabad Branch rose from Rs. 1,13,266 to Rs. 1,25.185, while the total 
working expenses fell from Rs. 1,54,160 to Rs. 1,47,493. Thus, there was 
a net loss of over Rs. 22,000 as against Rs. 40,000 in 1335 F. The amount 
outstanding in respect of fees, etc., amounted to Rs. 1,541.

Estimates for running trunk lines (1) from Hyderabad to Bidar and (2) 
from Nauder to Umri and for installing telephones at both the places were 
prepared at a cost of Rs. 2,22,660 and Rs. 84,400, respectively, and submit- 
ted to Government for sanction. In order to facilitate business at the 
intermediate stations between Hyderabad and Warangal, 4 Trunk Call 
offices at Bhongir, Alir, Jangaon and Ghanapur were opened at a cost of 
Rs. 37,100. The total telephone revenue of the Raichur district for 1386 F. 
amounted to Rs. 16,405 and the total working expenses aggregated 
Rs. 12,133, resulting in a net surplus of Rs. 4,272. The working expenses 
of Aurangabad and Jalna Branch amounted to Rs. 23,289 being more 
than its receipts by Rs. 8,192. The loss was said to be due to the fact that 
the total subscribers did not reach the estimated figure and that the in- 
terest was calculated at 6 per cent, instead of 5 per cent, as put do wn in the 
estimate.

New Construction. 


210. On the Kazipett-Bellarshah Railway the section from Ram- 
gundam to Asifabad Road, 86 miles, was almost 
completed and arrangements for opening it for 
trafRc were nearly completed. Further north, between Asifabad Road 
and Bellarshah, much progress was made, but a slight check was also 
experienced. FVom out of nine piers of the Bibra river five were 
destroyed by a fiood on the night of the 21st July 1927. The masonry 
of the bridge had just then been constructed but the girders had not 
been erected. The cause of the damage was that the velocity of the 
stream was far in excess of that for which the bridge had been designed, 
and the unsuitability of the design was due to a miscalculation of the con- 
ditions. The value of the masonry destroyed by the flood was approxi- 
mately Rs. 50,000. It was decided to construct a long girder span over 
piers numbers 5 to 9. On the whole Rs. 1,75,37,242 were expended on the 
construction of the Kazipett-Bellarshah Railway to the end of 1336 F. 
against Rs. 2,44,88,498 sanctioned. The construction of a railway of 88 
miles from Parbhani, a station on the Hyderabad Godavery Valley Railway, 
to Purli was sanctioned in the year under report at a cost of Rs. 20,56,985. 
and Rs. 14,291 were expended on the project till the close of the year.

Civil Veterinary Department. 

Nawab Rais Jung Bahadur continued as Director-General of the 
Civil Veterinary Department throughout the year 
under report. 


242. 


As compared with the previous year, there was 74 per cent, re- 
duction in the cattle deaths reported, i.e., 4,211 
Contagious iseases. against 16,316 ; and of these equines numbered 11, 

and bovines 8,990. Amongst bovines, rinderpest alone accounts for 3,006 
deaths while the rest died from other diseases. These diseases were pre- 
valent in all the districts. Like last year the highest number of deaths 
(1,812) was in the Warangal district and the least (8) in the Bidar district. 
In other districts the mortality varied between 517 in the Nalgonda district 
to 14 in the Parbhani district. 

The number of animals inoculated against contagious diseases 
was 6,976 as compared with 17,528 in the preceding 
year. This falling off was due to the relatively 
smaller number of outbreaks reported.

244. The total number of hospitals and dispensaries in the dominions 

rose from 76 to 80. The number of animals treated 
Ho.pitai.unddtapeiu.ne.. increased from 1,40,467 to 1,69,764 and of these 

28,471 were treated by the Inspectors and Assistant Inspectors on tour and 
the rest in the veterinary hospitals and dispensaries. The total in-patients 
treated were 669 and of these 646 were discharged as cured, leaving 23 at 
the end of the year. 

245. Two State Scholars were under training at the Panjab Veterinary 
College. One Assistant Veterinary Surgeon who was 
Vetennary tiaimng. deputed dming the year to the Panjab Veterinary 

College for training in the post graduate course returned after complet- 
ing the course before the end of the year. One Veterinary Inspector was 
under training at the Imperial Institute of Animal Husbandry and Dairy 
Farming, Bangalore.

There were 56 stallions at work in districts and at the Hingoli 
stud at the close of 1886 F. as against 66 in the 
pttvioUs year, while 979 inares were corvered.

There were 02 stud bulls at work at the end of 1885 F. Eight 
stud bred bulls were added during the year, making 
a total of 70 bulls. Of these one died, one was sold 
and 16 were castrated, leaving 52 at the end of 1886 F.

The department continued to maintain fodder farms at Hingoli 
and Mominabad and the stud farm at Hingoli. 
laraw. ^ The yield of fodder from grass farms was 11,22,276 fts. 

of hay and 12,26,200 lbs. of kadbi. Besides, the farms had in reserve 
12,45,229 lbs. of hay. During the year 2,13,502 lbs. of hay was baled and 
supplied to the Revenue Department for use in the Nalgonda district for 
famine relief. At the end of 1336 F. the Hingoli stud farm had 64 horses 
and 82 cattle as against 56 and 74, respectively, in the preceding year. 
During the year 19 full time foals were born. There were no outbreaks of 
contagious diseases at the Hingoli stud, but it had a few deaths due to old 
age, debility, rupture of aorta, enteritis and metritis. 


Horse and cattle shows. 


249. The number of shows held at different places in the dominions 

was 10 against 4 of the last year. In these shows 
there were altogether 18,959 cattle and 982 horses. 
The largest number of animals, cattle 2,500 and horses 900, was exhibited at 
the Pattan show and the least (120 cattle) at the Bijger show. Of the total 
animals, 1,877 cattle and 92 horses competed for prizes. The department 
distributed 168 silver bangles, weighing between 5 and 20 tolas and Rs. 327 
in cash among the competitors at different shows. Besides, the Wanparthi 
Samastan also awarded silver bangles weighing 890 tolas to competitors 
at the shows held the Samastan. 


250. The total cost of the Veterinary Department in 1386 F. was 
Rs. 3,07,767 against Rs. 2,79,635 in the previous year. 
Direction and Superintendence cost Rs. 48,444, Veteri- 
nary Inspectors, hospitals and dispensaries Rs. 1,41,729, breeding opera- 
tions Rs. 1,14,391 and fairs and shows Rs. 8,203.

251. Major Khaja Moinuddin, M.D., continued to officiate as Director 
j of the Medical and Sanitation Departments through- 

out the year. 


252. The number of hospitals and dispensaries remained the same 

1336 F. as in 1335 F., riz., 145. Of these, 131 
were maintained by Government and 5 by Sarf-i-Khas, 
7 were aided by Local Boards and 2 by the State. 


253. The total number of patients treated in the various hospitals 
and dispensaries increased from 11,75,889 to 12,12,174 
and of these 11,713 were in-patients, whose number 
was more than the preceding year by 533. Of the out-patients 5,48,934 
were males, 2,49,592 females and 4,01,985 children. Of the total in-door 
patients, 8,241 were declared cured, 1,292 relieved, 1,178 discharged other- 
wise, 803 died and the rest were under treatment at the end of the year. 
It is observed that the rate mortality among the in-patients fell from 
9*3 per cent, in 1335 F. to 6 *8 in 1336 F. and this goes to prove the efficiency 
of the medical, surgical and nursing staff. The highest percentage of mortality 
{39*7) was in the Lunatic Asylum and the lowest, i.e,, 2'8 was in the Civil 
Dispensary. There was a slight increase in the number of beds for in-patients, 
exclusively confined to the Hanamkonda Civil Hospital. The number 
of beds during the year was 764 as compared with 758 in the previous 
year and of these 150 beds were in the Osmania General Hospital, 120 
in the Victoria Zenana Hospital and the rest were among the various 
hospitals and dispensaries in the city and districts. The largest attendance 
in the city hospitals was, as usual, at the Osmania General Hospital, where 
75,920 patients were treated. Among the district hospitals, Bidar topped the 
list with 27,059 patients in all. The Victoria Zenana Hospital was be- 
coming more and more popular every day with the result that there was 
a steady increase in the total number of patients which was 22,259 in 1336 F . 
as against 19,537 in 1335 F. and of these 3,638 were in-patients as com- 
pared with 3,365 in the preceding year. Altogether there were 1,945 lying- 
in-cases in the Maternity Ward as compared with 1,753 in 1335 F. and 
1,562 in 1834 F., and this steady increase shows that the public is beginning 
to realize the advantage of hospital treatment. There was an appreciable 
increase in the number of operations performed, it being 40,192 as against 
37,160 in the previous year. They consisted of 1,849 selected major 
operations as against 1,680 in 1335 F. As a result of the surgical work 
88,281 were cured, 896 relieved, 1,081 discharged otherwise, 112 died and 
the rest were und^ treatment at the end of the year. 

254. Dr. S. Mallannah, M.D., continued to be in charge of theLabor- 
Chemicai «.d B^Aerioiogicd atoty throughout the year. The total number of 

Laboratory. articles examined fell from 1,129 to 1,042. The 

number of medico-legal cases dealt with rose from 182 to 221. In 1886 F. 
212 rabid cases were treated and of these 185 came from Hyderabad, 82 
from Secunderabad and the rest from the districts. Besides, anti-rabid 
treatment was given at Warangal, Nizamabad, Aurimgabad and Gulbarga 
in 40 cases and of these 8 died against nil in the preceding year. 
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255. The total number of cases treated during the year was 2,720 as

increase of more than cent, per cent. 

256. The number of dais under training at the end of 1885 F. was 

Deucixi tbe year 16 students were admitted, 

making a total of 40.

257. At the beginning of the year there were 14 candidates under 
Compounder. cia«. training, twenty nine were admitted during the year, 

making a total of 48. Of these, 5 left the class, 12 
passed the final examination and 26 remained under training when the year 
closed. 


258. As before, the Osmania General Hospital and the Victoria Zenana 

Training of nurws and Hospital continued to be the centres for the training 

midwive.. of the nurscs. There were 13 candidates under 

training of whom 3 passed the qualifying examin- 
ation, leaving 10 at the end of the year. Midwives are trained only 
in the Victoria Zenana Hospital. There were 6 nurses under training at the 
end of 1885 F. During the year 7 nurses were admitted, making a total of 
18. Of these, one left the class and 8 passed the qualifying examination, 
leaving 9 on the roll when the year closed. 

259. Lectures and demonstrations were given regularly by physicians 

Clinical training. surgeons to the students of the Osmania Medical 

College. Thirteen Assistant Surgeons and 16 Sub- 
Assistant Surgeons received training in the Clinical Laboratory of the 
Osmania General Hospital and 8 female students (6 Assistant Surgeons and 
2 Sub- Assistant Surgeons) obtained similar training in the Victoria General 
Hospital. About 4,000 specimens were examined in the laboratory. 

260. At the beginning of 1836 F. there were 171 lunatics as compared 

Lunatic Asylum. ^^^h 157 in the previous year. During the year 

117 were admitted, of whom 85 were males and 32 
females, making a total of 288. Of these, 55 were discharged as cured, 20 were 
discharged otherwise and 27 died, leaving 186 in the Asylum at the 
close of the year. The total expenditure on the Asylum was Rs. 33,537 
against Rs. 80,986 and the average cost per head was Rs. 186-4-0 against 
Rs. 188-8-2 in 1335 Fasli. 

261. The number of inmates in the Home increased to 400 as against 
Home for icTOM and Leper ^76 in 1885 F. Of these, 229 Were men, 76 boys. 

Hospital, Dichpaiiy. 80 womeu and 15 girls. Altogether 826 cases were 

examined during the year. Out of these, 61 were discharged free of active 
disease, 81 much improved, 120 improved and 61 were in the same condition. 
The proportion of very advanced non-effective cases in the Home was 
steadily decreasing and the proportion of cases amenable for treatment 
was rising. 

262. His Exalted Highness the Nizam was graciously pleased to visit 

the Osmania General Hospital and the Victoria 
Zenana Hospital and evinced a very keen interest in 
the hospitals by going to the various sections and appreciating the surgical 
work performed by Dr. R. N, Coorlawala and Dr Miss K. S. Kanga. 

The Osmania Medical College was separated from the Medical Depart- 
ment and affiliated to the Osmania University with effect from 14th Far- 
wardi 1386 Fasli. 

263. The total expenditure incurred by Government on the Medical 

to 1*. 12, 478. 

Of this sum, Rs. 9,16,208 were spent on establishment 
and contingencies, Rs. 1,88,586 on Medical Stores, Rs. 38,886 on the Osmania 
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College and Hostel, Rs. 24,672 on Chemical and Bacteriological Laboratory, 
and Rs. 44,126 on grants-in*aid to other dispensaries.

264. The number of vaccinators employed in the year under review 
Work done Compared with 182 in the preceding year. 

The total number of vaccinations performed was 
1,40,279, showing an increase of 14,450 over the figure of the preceding year. 
Out of the 1,39,211 primary vaccinations, 1,28,959 were successful. The 
highest number of vaccinations (13,617) was performed in the Raichur dis- 
trict and the lowest (2,372) in the Atraf-i-Balda district. In other districts 
the number varied from 11,805 in the Aurangabad district to 3,557 in the 
Hyderabad district. The percentage of success in primary vaccination 
recorded was the highest in Osmanabad, viz. 98 • 80, while the percentage in 
other districts varied from 97 ‘14 in Parbhani to 79*09 in Nalgonda. At 
the close of 1335 F. there were 10,641 tubes on hand and 1,98,864 were 
prepared during the year. Six thousand one hundred and sixty five 
tubes were used by the Vaccine Depot itself and 1,88,415 were issuea. The 
cost of the maintenance of the Depot amounted to Rs. 15,918 as compared 
with Rs. 6,379 in 1385 F. The total approximate cost of vaccinations in- 
curred by Local Boards in the districts and by Government in the city 
amounted to Rs. 55,848 as compared with Rs. 51,670 in the previous year.

As compared with the preceding year there was an increase in 
the total number of births (1,85,392 against 1,26,272) 
as well as of deaths (1,26,361 against 1,20,901), while 
the birth rate (10*95) and the death rate (10*22) per mille of the population 
was almost equal resulting in the net gain of the general population by 9,031 
or *73 per mule. The highest birth rate (20*21) was in the Parbhani district 
while Bidar district had the lowest (6*10). The highest death rate (28*15 
was reported from the city of Hyderabad and suburbs where it exceeded 
the birth rate (17*01) by 11*14, while the lowest death rate (5*77) was in 
the Karimnagar district. 

During the year, a virulent type of cholera prevailed, which 
accounted for 15,178 cases with 7,516 deaths as 
against 35 attacks and 15 deaths in 1335 F. In the 
Osmanabad district the mortality was the highest, there being 1,911 deaths. 
In the city of Hyderabad and suburbs there were 125 attacks and 72 deaths, 
while in other districts the number of deaths varied from 974 in the Bir 
district to 15 in the Mahbubnagar district. 

267. This disease in a general epidemic form was prevalent in the whole 
of the dominions throughout the year except in 
Small pox. districts of Raichur, Osmanabad, Mahbubnagar 

and Atraf-i-Balda. Altogether 3,090 cases and 725 deaths were reported as 
against 1,118 cases and 242 deaths in the preceding year. In the Aurangabad 
district as well as in the city of Hyderabad there were very serious out- 
breaks totalling 1,445 and 584 cases, respectively, while the corresponding 
number of deaths was 220 and 199. 

The great majority of deaths in the dominions were ascribed, 
as usual, to “ fevers ” which accounted for over 
80,000 out of a total of 1,26,000 odd deaths. 

Like last year, plague was virulent in every district without 
exception and there were 7,166 attacks with 5,907 
deaths as against 81,226 attacks and 24,480 deaths 
in 1885 F. The districts severely affected were Gulburga, Osmanabad,

It will be seen from the above figures that in the course of 11 years 
ending 1336 F. there was an increase of 2,932 educational institutions of ail 
grades with 1,78,568 pupils. The rise of 2,856 primary schools with 
1,58,957 pupils attending in them in spite of the annually recurrent out- 
breaks of plague and cholera throughout the dominions, and in spite of the 
acute economic distress caused by the Great War and the high cost of living 
that followed it, is an unmistakable sign of the Director’s and his Executive 
Staff’s indefatigable work in the cause of promoting education in the rural 
areas. The total expenditure, during the period of 11 years, rose from 22 
Ukha in 1825 F. to 77 lakhs in 1336 F ; an increase of 250 per cent. As re- 
gards the annual statistics of 1836 F. there was an increase of 88 schools and 
18,559 pupils as compared with the figures of 1335 F. (4,098 schools and 
2,58,298 scholars). Out of the four divisions, Gulbarga heads the list 
with an increase of 4,659 pupils and 88, schools and the next in order comes 
Warangal having an increase of 4,101 pupils and 41 schools. In the 
Medak division there was an increase of 1,961 pupils. The number of 
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students in the Hyderabad division increased by 571. The number of 
public institutions for males increased by 95 (3,487 against 3,892) and the 
number of pupils by 11,079 (2,84,811 against 2,28,232). The number of 
girls’ schools decreased from 706 to 699, while the scholars studying in them 
showed an in crease of 2,480 and numbered 87,546. Including private schools 
(1,811) and the scholars (82,282) the total number of all kinds of institutions 
and scholars in the dominions was 5,497 and 8,04,189, respectively. The 
percentage of scholars to the population of school going age for all schools, 
both public and private, rose from 15*4 in 1835 F. to 16 2 in 1836 F. and 
the percentage of scholars in the departmental schools was 14*5 as compared 
with 18*8 in the preceding year. 

277. The total income of the Educational Department (from fees 
and miscellaneous receipts) rose by Rs. 12,291 
Expenditure. amounted to Rs. 3,71,567. The total expendi- 

ture of the department was Rs. 77,25,807, showing an increase of Rs. 8,41,384 
over the figure of the preceding year. Out of this, the direct expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 51,67,699 and the indirect to Rs. 25,58,108. Be^w is the 
comparative statement of direct and indirect expenditure on education by 
various agencies for 1885 F. and 1886 F. : —

278 During the year under report the medical school at Hyderabad 

the grade of a college affiliated to the 
Osmania University. Besides, a junior Intermediate 
College was opened in the Warangal High School during the last quarter 
of the year. Thus at the end of 1386 F. there were 7 colleges as compared 
with 5 in the preceding year, and the University now consists of four 
Faculties, viz., a Faculty of Arts, a Faculty of Law, a Faculty of Theology 

and a Faculty of Medicine. The total expenditure— direct and indirect 

incurred on these Faculties amounted to Rs. 8,21,811 as against Rs. 7,45,962 
in 1835 F. Excluding the income from fees (Rs. 26,909) the net cost to 
Government on account of tuition amounted to Rs. 5,12,426. The average 
cost per pupil fell from Rs. 459-4-8 to Rs. 458-1-2. The third Convocation 
of the Osmania University was held on the 26th Dai 1337 F. (1st Decem- 
ber 1927) under the presidency of His Excellency Sir Kishen Pershad 
Maharaja Bahadur, Yamin-us-Saltanat, G.C.I.E., the Chancellor, who deli- 
vered a convocation address and conferred degrees on 81 students of B.A. 
(Arts). One of B.A. Theology, 4 of M.A. (Arts) and 10 of LL.B. 
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Honorary Degree of LL.D. was conferred on Sir Akbar Hydari Nawab 
Hydar Nawaz Jung Bahadur — ^the Member in charge of the Finance Port- 
folio — as a recognition of his imique work towards the cause of the 
university. 

279 . The total number of Arts Colleges rose from 5 to 6 . Of these. 
Arte Facuit ^ Were first grade colleges and 4 second grade. Of 

* the first grade colleges, one is known as the Univer- 

sity College affiliated to the Osmania University and the other the 
Nizam College affiliated to the Madras University. Three second grade 
colleges, styled as Intermediate Colleges, are for male students —one each at 
Hyderabad, Aurangabad and Warangal. The fourth Intermediate College 
located at Hyderabad is for female students and is called the Zenana College. 
Male pupils increased from 904 to 931 , while female students decreased from 
13 to 11 . The total expenditure (direct & indirect )on the Arts Faculty was 
Rs. 7 , 14 , 043 , showing an increase of Rs. 19,421 over the figure of the preceding 
year. The income from fees amounted to Rs. 20,675 as compared with 
Rs. 21,342 in 1835 F. The actual cost to Government on tuition itself came 
to Rs. 4 , 38,019 against Rs. 4 , 11,627 and the average cost per pupil rose from 
Rs. 449 to Rs. 459 . Altogether 325 candidates appeared at the different 
Arts examinations of the Osmania University and about 40 per cent, of them 
were successful. Out of 199 candidates that appeared from the University 
College 93 or 46*7 per cent, were declared successful. The result of the 
Intermediate Colleges were satisfactory 50 per cent, of the candidates 
being successful. One student from the City College stood first in the 
university. One student from the Zenana College headed the list in English. 
The proportion of successful candidates from the Nizam College to the 
total number of candidates who appeared at the Arts examinations of the 
Madras University was 78 to 141 or 55 ’3 per cent. The results of the 
B.A. Honours and the B.A. Degree were cent, per cent, of the former and 
80 per cent, of the latter. During the year the first and third places in the 
Hyderabad Civil Service Competitive examination were taken by the 
students of the Nizam College. Besides, a Hindu Intermediate student of 
the Nizam College was sent up as candidate for the Royal Indian Marine 
and selected after sitting for the examination held in Bombay. Below are 
given in detail the results of the different examinations of these colleges in 
1336 Fasli : —

Theology Faculty. 


280. The total strength of the P’aculty of Theology of the Osmania 
University rose from 21 to 25. Three candidates 
appeared from the college for the B. D. Degree but 
none passed. One ex-student of the college took the degree during the year. 
Two of the 3 candidates who appeared for the Intermediate examination 
were declared successful. The total expenditure incurred on this Faculty 
was Rs. 54,662 against Rs. 51,340 in 1335 F. The cost per pupil fell from 
Rs. 2,445 to Rs. 2,186. 


281. The number of students in the Faculty of Law was 60, as against 
92 in 1335 F. In the final LL.B. 16 appeared and 
all passed, while 49 students appeared at the LL.B. 
Ih-evious and 40 were successful. 


Faculty of Law. 


282. The Osmania Medical School which formerly prepared candidates 
„ . . for the post of Assistant Surgeons and Sub- Assistant 

-ac tyo . e icine. Sm’gcons was affiliated to the Osmania University 

and raised to the grade of a college. The M.B. B.S. first year class was 
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opened during the year. The number of students on the roll at the end of 
the year was 116 and of these, 66 were in the Assistant Surgeons’ class, 81 
in the Sub>Assistant Surgeons’ and 19 in the M.B., B.S., first year class. 
Thirty students appeared for the final examination of Assistant Surgeons 
and 82 of Sub- Assistant Surgeons : 17 of the former and 12 of the latter were 
successful. Three out of 4 candidates who appeared for the Final L.C.P.&S. 
examination held by the College of Physicians and Surgeons, Bombay, were 
successful. Besides, 43 students ap|)eared for the pre-final examination 
of Assistant Surgeons, 31 of Sub- Assistant Surgeons and 13 for the first 
L.C.P. & S. examinations and of these 25, 14 and 9 respectively, were suc- 
cessful. The total expenditure on this college amounted to Rs. 53,107. 
The income from fees was Rs. 6,234. The net cost to Government on 
tuition was Rs. 24,746 and the cost per pupil came to Rs. 215. 


Translation Bureau. 


283. The number of books under translation was 115 out of which 
32 were on engineering, 14 on medicine, 18 on phi- 
losophy, 22 on History, 7 on Chemistry, 5 on Politics, 
5 on economics, 4 on biology, 3 on mathematics and the rest on law, physics 
and geography. Altogether translations of 28 books were completed ; 6 on 
history, 6 on philosophy, 5 on medicine, 3 on engineering, 2 on politics, 
2 on mathematics and one each on economics, law. Chemistry and biology. 
The total number of books in the press was 52, out of which 14 were com- 
pletely printed and 17 books relating to history (11), geography (1), politics 
(1), English Constitution (1), mathematics (2) and Chemistry (1) were pub- 
lished. There were 125 meetings of the Terms Committee in which 2,954 
scientific terms were coined, the corresponding figures of the preceding year 
being 87 and 1,081. The total expenditure on the Bureau was Rs. 1,59,719. 


284. The total number of liigh schools in the dominions was 48 with 
16,104 scholars, an increase of 3 high schools with 
High schools. 1,057 scholars over the figure of the preceding year. 

Of these, 23 were English high schools (18 for boys and 5 for girls) and 20 
Osmania high schools — all for boys. Expenditure rose from Rs. 10,54,839 
to Rs. 11,87,588 and the cost per pupil from Rs. 56 to Rs. 60. The English 
high schools produced excellent results in the High School Leaving Certi- 
ficate examination : 364 candidates examined and 270 passed (5 in the First 
class, 134 in the Second and 131 in the Third class) or 74T per cent, as 
against 58 •] pey cent, in the previous year. Including private students (226) 
altogether 574 candidates appeared for the Osmania Matriculation examina- 
tion and 205 or 37 ’7 per cent, were successful as compared with 17*5 per 
cent, in 1335 F. These successful students include 75 candidates who com- 
pleted their course during the year under the group system. The above 
figures, as they stand, show that the results of the Matriculation Examina- 
tion were better than the preceding year by cent per cent. 


285. There were altogether 108 middle schools with 25,802 scholars 

in th^e dominions, and of these 13 schools were for 
Middle schools. total strength of the 

girl schools being 1,610. The total expenditure incurred on these schools 
amounted to Rs. 8,74,882, while the income from fees realized was only 
Rs. 47,054 ; the corresponding figures for the preceding year being 
Rs. 8,66,459. and Rs. 46,153, respectively. The cost per pupil fell from Rs. 32 
in 1335 F. to Rs. 31 in 1336 F. Out of 3,579 students who appeared for 
the Middle School examination 1,322 or 35 •! per cent, were successful as 
compared with 27 ‘6 per cent, in 1385 F. 

286. As compared with the previous year there was an increase of 84 

primary schools of all classes for boys and girls 
Prunary schools. 11,701 pupils, the total number of schools and 

pupils studying in them at the end of 1336 F. being 3,979 and 2,24,983 
respectively. The total expenditure incurred on the maintenance of these 
schools rose from Rs. 21,51,108 in 1335 F. to Rs. 21,55,869 in 1386 F., while 
the average cost per pupil fell from Rs. 11-6-2 to Rs. 10-11-6. Out of 3,979 
primary schools, Government maintained 1,051 schools, the Sarf-i-Khas 185, 
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and Local Boards 1,946 ; 729 were aided and 118 were private schools. Eighty 
three per cent, of these schools were for boys and they contained 1,90,878 
pupils, leaving only 84,110 for girls receiving education. The average 
number of pupils in the primary schools was 56*5 as against 54*7 in the 
previous year. For the Special Upper Primary examination 196 female 
candidates and 18 Mistresses appeared : 90 of the former and 6 of the latter 
were successful. 


287. Including one Training College at Hyderabad, there were in all 8 
. institutions for training teachers in the dominions as 

wng o eac en. against 7 in 1335 F., the increase being due to the 

recognition of the Wesleyan Mission Training School atMedak. Of these, four 
trained male teachers and the rest female teachers. The Hyderabad Training 
College has two classes — one is the Teachers’ Diploma Class for the teachers 
who have passed the Intermediate and the other is the Secondary Teachers’ 
Certificate class for those who have passed the Matriculation. The cost of 
maintaining these institutions amounted to Rs. 1,17,007. From the College 
24 candidates appeared for the Teachers’ Diploma examination and 23 passed 
and 88 for the Matriculation Trained Teachers’ Certificate examination and 
37 were successful. From the school section 69 candidates appeared for the 
Middle Trained Teachers’ Certificate examination and 50 were declared suc- 
cessful. As compared with the preceding year the results produced by the 
training schools for male teachers in the Upper Primary Teachers’ Certifi- 
cate examination and the training schools for female teachers in the Lower 
Primary Women Teachers’ Certificate examination (with the exception of 
one at Hyderabad) were far from satisfactory. 


288. Including the Osmania Central Technical Institute, Hyderabad, 

, . , , , j , there were in all 9 industrial schools in the domi- 

schools. nions : 2 were maintained by Government, 3 by Local 

Boards, 2 were aided and 2 unaided. The total amount spent on these 
schools was Rs. 1,46,652. Altogether 1,881 students were taught different 
kinds of industry, viz ., carpentry, himru weaving, cloth weaving, bidri 
work, drawing, cane-work, etc. Besides, reading, writing and arithmetic 
were also taught. The two institutions maintained directly by Government 
are the Osmania Central Technical Institute (attached to the Mint Work- 
shop) at Hyderabad and the other the Industrial School at Aurangabad. 

289. The strength of the Engineering School felKfrom 60 to 58, while 

the expenditure rose from Rs. 31,759 to Rs. 83,549. 
^^hooK Thirteen candidates appeared for the Final Upper Sub- 

ordinate Grade examination and 6 for the Lower Subordinate Grade : 12 of 
the former and 5 of the latter were successful. 


Female education. 


290. The total number of schools for girls in the dominions was 699 
as compared with 706 m 1385 F. or a fall of 7 schools, 
while the pupils attending them increased from 

85,066 to 87,546* the increase being mostly in the primary schools. Thus 
there are one intermediate college, 5 high schools, 18 middle schools, 4 
training schools for mistresses, one industrial school and 675 primary schools. 
The total amount spent on female education was Rs. 7,08,525, an increse of 
Rs. 11,837 over the figure of the preceding year. The results of the inter- 
mediate college were satisfactory : 4 appeared and 2 passed, one of them 
headed the list in English, while the results of other public examina- 
tions, when compared with the preceding year, were not satisfactory : Eight 
out of eighteen candidates appeared for H. S. L. C. examination and 18 
out of 50 for the Middle School examination were successful. For the Higher 
Oxford Local examination 2 candidates appeared and one passed and 21 out 
of 82 candidates who appeared for the C^bridge Local examination were 
declared successful. 

291. There were, as before, 15 Islamic schools with 761 students, while 

„ „ , ..... the Sanskrit and Vedic schools fell from 7 to 4, the 

g ous n* tu lOM. number of students in them being 141. The total 
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expenditure on these schools amounted to Rs. 40,085 as compared with 
Rs. 88,870 in the previous year ; and of this Rs. 89,450 were contributed 
by Government. 


292. Mr. S.M. Hadi,B.A., (Cantab.) continued fts Director of Boy Scouts 
M .1 K .1 n c . during 1836 F. The total strength of the troops was 

y era a oy cou s. twenty Scout and Rover troops belonging to the 

Hyderabad City and eight Scout and Rover troops in the districts, i.e., in all 
there were 821 Rovers and Scouts and 47 Scout officers. The year commenced 
with the celebration of His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s Birthday. All 
the scouts of Hyderabad rallied in the Nizam College ground and an inter- 
esting programme was gone through. The Scout day was celebrated on the 
4th October 1927 at which His Excellency Sir Kishen Pershad Maharaja 
Bahadur, Yamin-us-Saltanat, G. C. I. E. presided. Five hundred scouts 
rallied on the Nizam College ground, renewed their promise and gave 
displays. His Excellency was graciously pleased to express his appre- 
ciation of the work done by the scouts. The Head-quarters orga- 
nized during the year, Inter-troop competitions in First Aid, Signalling, 
Fire lighting. Water-boiling and Bridge building. These were run on the 
league system. The winners in the competition were awarded silver cups. 
The total amount spent on the Boy Scout movement was Rs. 15,880 as 
compared with Rs. 13,466 in 1335 F. 


Physical education. 


293. The total amount spent on this head was Rs. 65,868 as against 
Rs. 59,428, and out of this Government contributed 
Rs. 55,737. During the year some of the high schools 
were supplied with gymnastic apparatus. The Hyderabad Athletic Asso- 
ciation continued its excellent work and conducted all tournaments and sports 
very successfully. The Osmania College won the Inter-collegiate Tournament. 
The High Schools’ Shield and the Shawcross Shield for football were won by 
the City High School. 


Commercial classes. 


294. As before, there were two classes — one in the City College and 
the other in the Chaderghat High School. The total 
number of students in these classes rose from 47 to 61. 
During the year 18 candidates appeared for H. S. L. C. examination with 
Commerce as their optional subject and 14 passed. The total expenditure 
incurred on these classes increased from Rs. 4,835 to Rs. 5,135. 


295. The number of schools in receipt of grants-in-aid rose from 608 
_ . . . . to 780. The total expenditure on this head amounted 

to Rs. 3,74,731, an increase of Rs. 26,844 over the

296. During the year 4 students were awarded European scholarships 
and 5 Asiatic. Besides, eleven students proceeding 
***■ to foreign countries with the object of receiving 

higher education in special subjects, were given educational loans aggregating 
Rs. 53,683. The total expenditure incurred on general, special, and miscel- 
laneous scholarships by Government and other public a^ncies amounted to 
Hs. 5,29,019 as compared with Rs. 5,80,247 in 1885 F. Of this amount 
Rs. 5,15,642 were spent by Government.

297. The total expenditure on libraries decreased from Rs. 90,270' 
in 1885 F. to Rs. 88,768 in 1886 F., Of this sum 
Rs. 22,184 were spent on the Asafia labrary. During 
the year 649 books (894 Arabic, Persian and Urdu books and 255 English 
boolffl) were added to the Asafia Library, bringing the total number of books 
to 28,900 of which 10,165 were in English.

Literature and Press. 


Publications. 


298. Fourteen new presses were opened as compared with 20 in the pre- 
ceding year. Altogether 355 books were published, 
an increase of 98 over the figxire of the preceding year. 
This increase is said to be due to the fact that with the expansion of edu- 
cation the desire for authorship and compilation is on the increase. Out 
of the books published during the year, 63 dealt with theology and ethics, 
60 with law, 39 with education, 15 with hygiene and 11 with history; 18 
contained poems and plays, 9 fiction and 140 were of a miscellaneous cha- 
racter. In addition, 17 translations of various works on the arts and science, 
history and philosophy were published by the Translation Bureau of the 
Osmania University, while 8 Arabic books dealing with theology and ethics 
were issued by the Dairat-ul-Mariff Press. Twenty eight books were regis- 
tered under the Hyderabad Copyright Act.

SECTION III. 

Nizamiah Observatory. 

Mr. T. P Bhaskaran, m.a., was in charge of the Observatory. 


Work done. 


One hundred and nineteen plates were taken with the astro- 
' graphic equatorial and most of them were given a 
series of five exposures in geometrical progression, 
so that these plates may be of use in photometric investigations. Sixty-four 
plates were measured for Proper Motion and the preliminary reductions 
have been carried on up to date. The printing of V olume VI of Zone — 22“ 
was completed during the year. The work of identification of the Henry 
Draper Catalogue Stars in Zone — 23° has been started. The working list 
included 61 long period and 8 irregular variables and 1,691 visual estimates 
of brightness were made during the year. The observations of the stars in 
the working list of V. S. S. were, as usual, communicated to the British 
Astronomical Association, and those of some other long period and irregular 
variables were forwarded every month to the Harvard College Observatory. 
A more systematic effort was made for observing ocultations of stars by the 
moon with the result that 38 phenomena were observed : Disappearances 
83 and Re-appearances 5. The department also carried out its usual seis- 
mological and meteorological work. The seismograms have been studied 
up to date and the readings of the principal phases checked to the end of 
June 1926, were forwarded to Oxford for incorporation in the international 
seismological summary.

302. The total cost of the department was Rs. 85,488 as compared with 
Rs. 88,756 in the preceding year. 



CHAPTER VIL 

Revenue and Finance. 

SECTION I. 

Government Income and Expenditure 
SERVICE HEADS. 

803. When the Budget for 1386 F. was prepared the prospects of the 
season were not considered rosy and although the Budget Estimates were 
framed in the expectation that more or less normal conditions would come 
to prevail, it was thought necessary to estimate cautiously the receipts 
under such revenue heads as are directly affected by the uncertainty of the 
season. The worst fears were not realized though the season proved to be 
sufficiently adverse to cut down the cautious estimates for Land Revenue and 
Customs by about 18 lakhs. The deficiency was, fortunately, more than 
made good by additional receipts under Railway and Interest heads. The 
aggregate actual position is better by 7*15 and 24*60 than Budget and 
Normal and is only *45 less than the Revised. Originally the ordinary 
receipts for 1386 F. were estimated at 747*22 and in the Revised Estimate 
they were anticipated to rise to 754*82. The Actuals are 754*37. The 
ordinary expenditure was estimated at 668*69; it actually amounts 
to only 618*65. This shows a betterment of 88*92 and 50*04 as compared 
with Normal and Budget, though it fell short of the Revised Estimates by 
6*57. Thus the gross surplus 135 * 72 exceeds the Budget by 57*19, the 
Normal by 68*52 and is less than the Revised by 7*02. Deducting 25 * 00 
credited to Famine and Debt Redemption Reserves and 32*58 carried to 
the Departmental Accounts as unspent balances, the ordinary surplus 
amounts to 78 * 14.

Sterling investments yielded much better result than could be antici- 
pated owing to H.E.H. the N. G. S. Railway Company declaring the 
high dividend of 16%. This alone gave 4 * 66 more. The high bank rate 
that prevailed in India yielded the additional 7*37 under Interest on 
Bank Balances. The increase of 2*03 in Interest on Loans to Commercial 
concerns is due to the payment of arrears by the Electricity Department 
*68 and to the City Improvement Board being in a position to pay 
1 * 10 interest on the advance for the Patharghatti Scheme, which was not 
anticipated at the Budget time. Other concerns gave *25 more. The 
General Revenues however could not get credit for the whole increase 
on account of the decision to allow interest also on the uninvested cash 
holdings of the Reserves. This took away 8*59 leaving 5*16 net. 

The actual receipts are -.57 less than anticipated as no coining was 
done, but the adjustment of 1 *96 on account of 2 
percent. Seigniorage on Silver Coinage in 1334 F. held 
under suspense changed the net position into an increase of 1 • 39. 

There is a welcome aggregate increase of 13*76 on the Government 
and Company lines. The moiety profits from the 
Company Broad Gauge and Metre Gauge lines respect- 
ively gave 9*77 and 3*89 more than was estimated. Government lines also 
show an improvement of *60.

Temisstons were granted to the extent of 60*83 which were 24*17 more than

the previous year. Actual collections amovmted to only 288*80 which is 
11*20 and 6*20 respectively less than the Normal and Budget Estimates. 
The uncollected revenue inclusive of the suspensions of 6*50 sanctioned 
during the year for the famine affected taluks of Raichur, Aurangabad 
and Nalgonda amotmted to 67*76. 

Customs is another head directly affected by a bad season. 

The area under cotton cultivation was 18 per cent, 
less than the previous year and there was a decrease 
of over 28 per cent, in the outturn of bales. The outturn of oil-seeds was 
11 per cent., wheat 55 per cent, and Jawar nearly 7 per cent, less than that 
of the previous year. This reduction was bound to affect exports. The 
export duty was consequently less than the Estimate by 5*59. There 
was also a substantial drop in the prices of some of the imports, result- 
ing in a decrease of 7*63. This is partly counterbalanced by small 
increases under other heads.

359. As usual, the Statistical Department prepared and published 

Work done Weekly scason and fortnightly price reports, annual 

“ statements relating to agricultural statistics and 

forecasts, and periodical returns regarding joint stock companies. Statis- 
tics were also compiled and published with regard to inland trade, cotton 
mills, large industrial establishments, spinning and weaving mills, and ginning 
factories. Copies of these periodicals and statements are regularly supplied 
to the Government offices and to the Government of India, prominent Indian 
States, Trade Associations and to foreign countries. 


An Urdu translation of the last census report was undertaken in Meher 
1836 F., and by the end of the year four chapters of the Report Volume and 
seven Imperial tables of the Table Volume were ready.

362’ The slackness in the compilation of the report volumes of District 
Gazetteers was mostly due to a long time taken by 
Work done. departments in returning the relative chapters 

that had been sent to them for scrutiny and check and in furnishing the re- 
quired information. As regards the report volume of Aurangabad district, 
it is observed that some of its chapters sent to the departments for scrutiny 
were received back during the year. Not only those chapters but pracaticly 
the whole report underwent revision. As for other districts certain chapters 
in connection with each of the districts that were found possible to compile 
were drafted and the portions dealing with “ Forests ” and “ Archaeolo^ ” 
were sent to the departments concerned for such additions and alterations 
as they might deem proper. On receipt of these chapters as well as the in- 
formation called for from the districts the chapters so far compiled will be 
jreyised. 


The English list of villages relating to the districts of Aurangabad, 
Nanded, Gulbarga and Osmanabad were printed and published and those of 
the districts of Parbhani, Raichur and Nizamabad were with the press. 
The Urdu lists of the districts of Aurangabad, Parbhani, Nanded, GullUrga, 
Raichur, Osmanabad and Nizamabad were being printed.

864. In obedience to His Exalted Highness’ commands, two Commissions 
were appointed in 1884 F. to investigate the grant 
of land under the Colonization Scheme and the exist* 
ing forests thereon. Both the Commissions, on conclusion of their enquiries, 
submitted their reports to His Exalted Highness who has been graciously 
pleased to command in Farmani Mubarik dated 21st Rabi I 1846 H. that, 
as recommended by the previous and the present Council, orders given in 
Farman dated 7th Jamadi-ul-Awal 1343 H. for grant of lands to Sir Amin 
Jung Bahadur, as applied by him, may be allowed to stand ; that, as recom- 
mended by the previous Covmcil, the lauds requisitioned by Sir Fazal Bhai 
Karim Bhai may be made over to him ; that Col. Trench is permitted to 
correspond with the Anjuman Sufuat-ul-Islam for exchange of land granted 
to it and submit his report on that account ; that Azizuddin Ali Khan 
the 2nd Talukdar may be instructed to point out such lands (without valu- 
able forests thereon) as can be had, on application, under the colonization 
rules i that the present Council should submit its opinion with regard to the 
recommendations made by the previous Council for retaining the sanction 
already given for the grant of lands to the extent of nine lakhs under the 
colonization rules, and that on perusal of the Council’s opinion orders will be 
given whether to cancel or not the lands granted to the applicants by the 
Development Board ; and that the Development Department should be 
retained till the settlement of the aforesaid points and afterwards it should be 
abolished. Out of the total amount of Rs. 15,80,639 deposited by the appli- 
cants to the end of 1336 F. Rs. 10,99,572 were withdrawn by them and the 
balance of Rs. 4,81.067 was held in deposit. As decided in previous years 
in consultation with the Revenue Department, the total of small plots of 
land unsuited for colonization to be made over to the applicants for cultivation 
to the end of 1886 F. measured 2,65,315 acres. The total amount spent on 
the upkeep of the department was 35,323 as compared with Rs. 54,083 
in the preceding year. 


Works. 


365. The total budget grant for 1336 F. was Rs. 17,70, 451 and the total 
expenditure was Rs. 17.11,459 against Rs. 14.71,107 
and Rs. 14,60,159, respectively in the previous year. 
Of this, Rs. 1,81,409 were spent on establishment, Rs. 15,17,831 on works 
and Rs. 12,219 on tools and plant. Out of the total expenditiu'e on works 
Rs. 1,87,880 were spent on buildings and Rs. 12,64,194 on communications 
and Rs. 66,357 on tanks and canals. The percentage of establishment to 
outlay on works comes to only 11*9 against 11*7 in the preceding year.

oompletfed at a cost of Rs* 8,728 and Rs. 781, respectively. In the Aurang^ 
abad district the extensive programme of repairs proposed by Sir John 
Marshall for the Ellora Caves some years back has been systematically oatried 
out and the work is nearing completion, the total expenditure inctured to the 
end of 1886 F., was Rs. 19,965 against an estimate of Rs. 27,500. The large 
buttress recommended for the safety of the west wing of the Indra Sabha 
was completed and the rock over the verdandah of the small Jaina Cave 
which had developed into a big crack has been grouted with cement and 
propped by a column of chiselled masonry. At Ajanta the ghat road from 
the village to the caves was completed in 1886 F. Against an estimate of 
Rs. 45,270 provided for repairs to the Ajanta caves Rs. 3,205 were spent in 
1886 F. There was also an expenditure of Rs. 18,000 towards the salary of the 
expert in colour photography and the price of chemicals required by him for the 
reproduction of the Ajanta Frescoes. It is gratifying to note that the expert 
has been able to tackle successfully the various problems connected with the 
faithful reproduction of the paintings and has copied nearly all the subjecte 
which are intact on the rock walls. A loan of £ 4,000 has been sanctioned 
for the compilation of an album which will contain about 150 colour and 
an equal number of monotone plates and illustrate for the first time the 
original beauty and line of the Ajanta paintings. 


869. Eighteen Muslim and 31 Hindu inscriptions have been discovered. 

The Muslim records have been found at Bidar and 
^ Roza both of which were important towns during the 

Moslim supremacy in the Deccan. These inscriptions are being deciphered 
and will be published in the Epigraphia Indo-Moslemica in due course. 
Of the 81 Hindu records, 11 are Telugu which have been found in the Nalgonda 
district. The reamining 20 are Canarese, having been discovered in 
the Raichur district. These inscriptions are land grants, but mentioning 
as they do the names of the donors and the reigning kings, the records throw 
light on the genealogy of some Kakatiya and Chalukya rulers and their 
vassal chiefs. These records will be published in the Hyderabad Archaeo- 
logical Series. 


870. The department acquired 374 coins, 13 of which were gold, 851 
silver and 10 copper. A detailed note on the sources 
Numismatics. acquisition and the salient features of the coins 

was compiled and published. Besides, a list of 547 duplicate Mughal coins 
available for distribution and sale was compiled and issued as Catalogue 
No. Hi The total number of duplicate coins supplied on receipt of requisi- 
tions to 8 museums in British India and 6 Indian Dmbars was 196. 


871. Forty-one new negatives were prepared during the year by 

^ ^ , Mr. Franswa, photographer of the department, and 

Photographs an rawings. tjjesc photos relate to monuments in the Karim- 

nagar and Nalgonda districts. Besides, Mr. E. L. Vasey, the British expert 
in colour photopgraphy, prepared about 100 sets of negatives for the colour 
reproductions of the Ajanta Frescoes. During the year three large archi- 
tectural drawings of the temples at Alampur were prepared by the depart- 
ment. 

872. Among the names of the distinguished visitors to the Ajanta and 

Ellora Caves, mention must be made of their Excel- 
®*“*”*' lencies the Viceroy and Lady Irwin, H. E. Field 

Marshall Sir William Birdwood, Conunander-in-Chief of India, the Hon’ble 
Sir John Thompson, Political Secretary to the Government of India, and the 
Hon’ble Mr. L. C. Crump, British Resident in Hyderabad. They were much 
pleased with the work accomplished by the department and highly applauded 
the generosity and int^est of His Exalted Highness in the preservation of 
the paintings which, for their beauty and grace, have a unique significance 
iijLtj^.hiatt^ of the jMt of 
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Under the commands of His Exalted Highness, the Director was deputed 
to Mandu, the capital of the mediaeval Musalman kings of Malwa, in order 
to compile an account of the monuments there. The material which the 
Director had collected at Mandu is now being printed in the form of a book 
illustrated by a large number of photographs, architectviral drawings and 
survey plans. 

Mr. E. L. Vasey had trained Mr. F. Franswa, photographer of the de» 
partment, in colour-photography and reported that he had learnt the art 
thoroughly and might be entrusted with any work in that line.

874. Mr. Raja Venugopal Pillai, Bar.-at-Law, continued as Superin- 
tendent, Government Central Press, throughout the 
year. 

875. The expenditure incurred for payments to workmen on productive 

work and the overhead cost rose by about Rs. 8,000 
naywso rewcos. amounted to Rs. 2,20,179. After deducting the 

value of outturn amounting to Rs. 1,62,452 from the total charges the 
net difference came to Rs. 57,727 which, when allocated to various sections 
of the Press in accordance with Mr. Jagadesan’s system, fixes a percentage of 
overhead cost for 1337 F. It is gratifying to observe that, as compared with 
1386 F, the overhead cost for 1837 F. shows reduction in all the sections 
except “ Litho. — hand ” and “ Carpentry ” where it rose from 61 to 86 per 
cent, and 50 to 62 per cent., respectively. On an average the overhead 
cost to be charged in 1337 F. will be lowered by 46 per cent. This out- 
standing decrease in overhead cost is due to the fact that the press has been 
able to execute a larger amount of work as compared with the previous year. 
The book adjustment statements alone for the value of work done to offices 
came to Rs. 1,48,486 as against Rs. 97,469 in 1336 F., showing an increase of 
work of the value of Rs. 51,017. 

376. The book value of plant at the end of 1835 F. was Rs. 2,06,204.

After deducting depreciation at the usual rate and the value of plant disposed 
of and transferred, the total book value of plant at the end of 1336 F. was 
Rs. 2,33,864. 

377. The cash receipts realized by the sale of registers, jarida and other 

. miscellaneous work amounted to Rs. 11,101 as com- 
as receip s. pared with 22,230 in 1335 F., showing a fall of 

Rs. 11,129. This appreciable decline was said to be due to the fact that under 
instruction from the Audit Department the value of miscellaneous work such 
as standardized forms, etc., was not recovered in cash but by book adjust- 
ments and also that during the year private work was considerably restricted 
with a view to facilitate Government work. 


378. The Superintendent in his Departmental report for 1336 F. has 
Central. reviewed the working of the press during 10 years 

of his administration since his appointment as Super- 
intendent on the 24th Ardibehist 1826 F. when the press was in such a 
backward condition, that all important Government works such as the 
Census Report, the State Administration Report, and similar such works of 
equal importance were done by the private presses. It was Mr. Hankin 
the then Director-General of District Police and Jails who took the initiative 
in organizing the press. With the help of Mr. Hankin and the advice given 
by Mr. Fisher of the Madras Government Press, several improvements were 
enected in every section of the press by introducing modem implement 
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and machinery. Dr. Hydar Nawaz Jung Bahadur (now Sir) both as Home 
Secretary when the portfolio of the press was under him and as Finance 
Member contributed his largest share by his inspiring guidance and financial 
support. Ten years ago there was a dearth of Urdu calligraphists and this 
was seriously felt when the text^book work of the Osmania University was 
taken up in 1827 F. A number of candidates have since been trained in this 
art with the result that no less than 50 Kushnavises are now employed 
both by the Central and University presses, whose merit of calligraphy will 
compare well with any in India and that an equal number could be available 
in the dominions. The press made great progress in the 24-point Urdu 
Nastaliq type which, as designed and completed by the press last year, 
was put into practical effect by the publication of the first part of the Jarida 
from 15th Sherewar 1336 F. and the Budget Note for 1337 F. extending over 
100 pages. In 1334 F. the Stationery Depot was created as a retrenchment 
measure and has been ever since working under a committee constituted 
for the purpose under the presidency of the Hon’ble the Finance Member. 
About 4 lal^s worth of stationery is being issued to offices every year and 
almost every article is pressed with the name of the State, the paper water- 
marked with State crest. Before 1335 F. though the offices used to be 
charged by a fixed schedule of rates which had no relation with the actual 
cost of labour and though the press had sometimes worked at a loss, yet the 
offices constantly complained about excessive rates charged by the press. 
With a view to redress the grievances of the public offices and to make the 
press a self-supporting department, the services of Rao Bahadur K. Jagadisan, 
the late Examiner of Government of India Press Accounts, Calcutta, were 
obtained, who had, after carefully examining the old schedule of rates and 
inspecting the working of the press, prepared a sliding scale of rates by which 
the actuals of each work could be charged to offices. Rao Bahadiur K. 
Jagadisan had also drawn up a scheme of costing press accounts on the 
lines adopted in Government of India. Under this scheme the total cost of 
production is divided among the three principal heads, viz., (1) direct payment 
to operatives (2) overhead charges and (3) cost of materials. Since 1335 F. 
the press has brought this scheme into effect and in consequence there of the 
average overhead cost charged to the offices in 1336 F. was lowered by 66 
per cent, and that to be recovered in 1337 F. will still be reduced by 46 per 
cent. These figures will by themselves go to prove that the general com- 
plaints of Government offices about the high rates charged by the press 
will shortly be removed. In fine, the Central press has now become a 
model press in the State capable of turning out about 90 per cent, of 
Government requirements with great promptitude and accuracy like any 
other provincial presses. The following comparative statement will show 
the output and expenditure of the press for the years 1326 F. and 1336 F.

388. Owing to the failiure of monsoon the necessity for famine opera- 
. - . j . ... tions was seriously felt in the districts of Raichur 

operations. and JNalgondah, where, owing to inadequate rainfall, 

the yield both of Kharif and Rabi crops was less than 4 annas in a rupee. 
Relief works in these two districts were confined to the construction of roads, 
repairs to irrigation sources, sinking of new wells and water sources, distri- 
bution of grain and takavi advances, supply of fodder and arrangements for 
the free grazing of cattle. Altogether 6,48,488 units were relieved by the 
construction of roads and repairs to irrigation sources : 279 wells were sunk 
and 19,301 cattle allowed to graze free in reserved forests. The total ex- 
penditure incurred on famine works was Rs. 2,14,030 and of this Rs. 1,17,675 
were spent on takavi, Rs. 69,000 on relief works, Rs. 6,418 on purchase of 
fodder and Rs. 20,942 on miscellaneous works, such as purchase of grain, 
sinking of wells, etc. 
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
